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ARAB STEEDS FOR BRITISH. 


The Indian princes have sent to the remount camp 
at Stollenbosch, S. A., nearly 300 cavalry horses, com- 
pletely accoutred and equipped for service. Among 
these are sixty high caste Arab stallions from the 
Gaelwar of Baroda, beautiful creatures, hardy and well 
trained, but from their very courage constituting no end 
of difficulty. Indeed, it is a puzzle how the army author- 
ities will dispose of them in the campaign.

HOW TO GET RID OF RATS. 

“Le Yacht” draws attention to a cheap and very 
effective plan for getting rid of the rats which are so 
n a perfect plague on board the ships of war, yachts, 

which they infest. The plan is one invented by 
M. Pierre Apery, of Constantinople. He produces, by 
means of ordinary reactive agencies, carbonic acid gas to 
any desired quantity in the hold of the rodent infested 
vessel Owing to its specific gravity, the gas lies in the 
lowest parts of the hold, penetrating into every chink 
and crevice, and asphyxiating the rats, the dead bodies 
of which ean be removed after the hold has been aerated. 
Nothing is easier than to ascertain whether any of the 
remains in the hold, for to do so a lighted candle is 
suflicient. The plan certainly has the merit of extreme 

mplicity, and is, at all events, worthy of trial. An- 
ther way to dispose of rats without leaving their bodies

to fester in their holes is to fill a barrel or barrels, two- 
thirds full of water and cover the water with aay Sue 
age or other enticing stuff that will float and the 
water.

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Those who have taken part in the heavy artillery 
work in war time will remember the effect of the con- 
cussions upon the ears. Many cases of injured hearing 
were reported after our last war. Experiments were recently 
made in Germany as to the effect of musketry and artil- 
lery fire on the hearing of officers and soldiers—and 
the eardrums of 96 men were subjected to repeated and 
minute examination, both before and after firing. In 
about half of the cases changes had occurred in the 
ear; while in 37 there was a wide-spread reddening of 
the eardrum; and in 7 cases several small spots of bleed- 
ing were observed on the eardrum. In 40 of the cases 
examined slight deafness, or, strictly speaking, impair- 
ment of hearing, was noticed, for the distance at which 
the tuning fork could be heard by these men was less 








THE YOSEMITE NATIONAL PARK. 

A report on the condition of the Yosemite Nationa) 
Park for the year 1899 has been made by the acting 
superintendent, Capt. BE. F. Wilcox, 6th U. S. Cay., 
who relieved Lieut. William Forse, 3d U. 8. Art., op 
Aug. 4, 1899. Drought during the previous year had 
forced many sheep and cattle men to seek grazing in the 
park, and owners of the patented land within the park 
allowed their herds to stray over the entire park. Work 
was found for Capt. Wilcox’s whole command, but the 
law was finally enforced and unlawful herding and 
trespassing stopped. Capt. Wilcox endorsed the recom. 
mendation of Capt. Joseph E. Caine, Utah Volunteer 
Cavalry, superintendent in 1898, who urges the necessity 
for a system of severe penalties for trespass by herders, 
hunters, and other violaters of the rules of the park, 
and also recommends the purchase by the Govern- 
ment of all patented lands within the park limits, 
Speaking of game in the park, he says that deer are 
fairly plentiful-and very tame, showing that they have 
not been fired upon recently. Frequent bear signs have 
been observed, quail and gray tree squirrels are numer- 
ous, and there are tracks of the mountain lion and lynx. 
Trout are plentiful in the streams and lakes, being mostly 
of the rainbow variety. The protection of the game 
can only be accomplished by the presence of troops. 

Authority should be obtained from the State of Cali- 
fornia for the establishment of a camp of troops within 
the Yosemite Valley, that being a central and convenient 
point from which to patrol. The only objection is the 
difficulty of getting supplies in bad weather. A permu- 
nent camp should be constructed in the vicinity of 
Wawona, Cal. 

With regard to forest fires Capt. Wilcox says: ‘‘There 
have been several large fires in the northeastern part 
of the park, above the Yosemite Valley, also one fire 
on the southern border. Everything that was possible 
was done to extinguish these fires, but they were entirely 
beyond control. They did little or no damage. In 
reference to this matter, these fires only destroy the 
fallen and dead timber and dry underbrush, doing little 
damage to live trees, but making them unsightly on ac- 
count of the blackening of the bark. In my opinion, 
a systematic burning out of fallen timber, underbrush 
and dead trees along the traveled part of the park 
would be a great benefit and prevent the recurrence of 
forest fires. These fires have been extinguishd by recent 
heavy storms.” Lieutenant Forse, in a report on his 
period of duty as superintendent, also recommends the 
burning of underbrush as a preventive of more serious 
fires. It could be done without great damage, he adds, 
after the first rains or snows.

Discussing the question of the attitude to be ob 
served toward non-combatants, especially newspaper 
correspondents, the London “Globe” says that they are 
always entitled to defend themselves, even when such 
defence takes the form of a counter attack. On this 
theory Winston Churchill is justified for firing upon 
the Boers who were firing on him, and we are gravely 
told the original fault ‘‘was not his but theirs in firing 
upon a non-combatant.” This is certainly a unique 
idea that the Boers were not to fire upon the advancing 
British till they ascertained whether Mr. Churchill 
wished to rank as a non-combatant. We may perhaps 
come to a time when every battle will be prefaced by 
preliminaries dealing with the correspondents. If the 
presence of the “‘Daily Whoop’s” representative at the 
front is to delay future battles, it would be well to 
provide such adventurous gentlemen with distinctive 
insignia, which would give them the same immunity as 
that now enjoyed by Red Cross agents and which can 
be seen at the extreme range of rifle firing. Perhaps it 
might be equally effective to provide that hits by or 
upon a correspondent are not to count in the game. 





The military critics of the continent are united in 
warning England that she must choose between conscrip- 
tion and doubling military expenditures by doubling 
her army and making service attractive by high pay 
and other inducement. The “Tageblatt” of Vienna 
says: “If England desires to retain her position then 
she must introduce conscriptions as the only means 
of so doing. It is a question of conscription, vastly in- 
creased estimates, or national and commercial ruin. 
There is no mistaking this fact, no evading the re- 
sponsibilities ot the choice. The sooner the Govern- 
ment gives up its half-measures and boldly proposes 
this only possible solution of the military problem which 
Great Britain has to solve the better. af radical 
measures are postponed too long they may be too late.” 

In spite of peace conferences and much goody-good 
talk to the contrary, the unmistakable drift of events 
is toward larger military and naval establishments. The 
two Christian nations that are just now disturbing the 
peace of the world are those in which the contrary idea 
has the strongest hold and those that have enjoyed 
the longest intervals of peace are among those which 
have accepted the principle of universal military service. 
We simply state the fact, leaving each one to draw his 
own conclusions. There is no more foolish delusion 
than that you can exorcise war by shutting your eyes 
to its existence and thus be able to escape its evils 
on the faith-cure principle of ignoring them. We shall 
in the end pay heavily for any neglect of military pre- 
cautions to which we may be persuaded by those who 
in Congress and out of it refuse to recognize the ne- 
cessity of preparing in peace for war. England is not 
yet ripe for conscription, and nothing but the most urgent 
necessity will ever reeoncile her people to it. A ten- 
tative measure looking in this direction was promptly

WHAT BISHOP POTTER REPO 


We are glad to welcome Hpiscopal Bishop Henry OC. 
Potter, of New York, to the goodly and growing congre- 
gation of those who have seen the error of their ways 
after a Visit-to Manila. The Bishop has just returned 
‘rom a trip to the Philippines which he began last Octo- 
ver. When he left the United States he was classed 
among those whe could not see how the United States 
could annex or continue to hold»the Philippines. He re- 
turns to say that he doesn’t see how we can let go of 
them. This-is the natural result of seeing things at 
close range. It would almost pay this country, we think 
sometimes, if an appropriation could: be made for giving 
our Boston anti-imperialists a free trip to the Archipel- 
ago, although possibly they are not of that broad mind 
and catholic spirit which distinguish such men as Bishop 
Potter and President J. G. Schurman, who also went to 
the Philippines opposed to our holding the islands and 
changed his views entirely before he had learned one 
Filipino word. Not only has Bishop Potter decided 
opinions on our duty in the far Hast, but he also has 
that to say of our soldiers which must be wormwood and 
gall to such as have been doing their utmost to destroy 
public respect for our Army and to hold it up to condem- 
nation for a long string of alleged offenses from looting 
churches to drunkenness. If there could be a more dis- 
interested observer of the situation at Manila at this 
juncture than Bishop Potter it would be hard to name 
him. He has always had the reputation of being fear- 
less in the church and out of it in the expression of his 
views on all matters, whether dealing with heterodoxy 
or sociological questions, and we know of no public man 
whose opinions on public questions have been freer from 
the imputations of selfish or interested bias than his 
have been. 

tishop Potter gave his views freely to the reporters 
who called upon him in New York, but we have selected 
for the leading place in reprinting them the interview as 
printed in the “Evening Post,” which, of course, cannot 
be open to the suggestion of desiring to add anything to 
the force of the prelate’s remarks. If we are not mis- 
taken, it was the “Evening Post” that predicted all 
sorts of wonderful expositions of truth and light as a 
result of the Bishop’s visit to Manlia. The expositions 
are here on time, but we suggest that they cannot be es- 
pecially agreeable to the “Post.” It is naturally very 
hard for the “Post” to own up that it has been com- 
pletely abandoned by the Bishop, so with the grace of 
Davy COrockett’s coon it comes down in this way: 
“Bishop Potter remarked to-day to a reporter of the 
Evening Post that ‘upon the general question of expan- 
sion my mind has not been greatly changed since seeing 
the East. I do not think that as a principle it is a good 
one to act upon. But the question as to whether we 
shall keep the Philippine Islands is now purely an 
academic one. Practically the matter is settled.’ ” 

Then the Bishop went on to talk in this businesslike 
way to the “Post” man: “We shall keep the islands 
now, because there is no way to get rid of them. Dis- 
cussion, then, as to the desirability of taking this action 
is purely academic, as I said. Conditions have changed. 
We can’t do now what it might have been desirable 
to do two days after the battle of Manila Bay. Grant- 
ing that the islands are ours and must remain in our 
possession, I believe that a military government is for 
awhile the only feasible form of government. It is non- 
sense to talk of the native Filipinos having the ability 
to organize a. government of their own. It is only In 
rare cases that any of them show a real governing 
power, 

“I was much pleased with the conditions in the is- 
lands. The war is practically over, the only insurgent 
activity being now of a guerrilla character that resembles 
the adventurous freebooter wars of southern Italy. The 
majority of the Filipinos are friendly to us, have every 
confidence in our soldiers, and are ready to come under 
our government. This friendly feeling is shown every- 
where by the children, who are devoted to the soldiers. 

“Several friends of Aguinaldo called upon me in Hong 
Kong, and they told me that they were satisfied that 
there could be no success for his undertaking. The bet- 
ter class of Filipinos are satisfied that American occu- 
pation means increased prosperity.’ 

When he comes to speak of the American Army the 
Bishop exhausts the vocabulary of praise, for the “Post” 
quotes him as saying: “I am glad to be able to speak in 
praise of the American Army in the Philippines. - Their 
morale is very high, they are fine-appearing, healthy and 
splendidly disciplined men, well officered. - specially 
noticeable for their appearance are the Western regi- 
ments. Of General Otis not too much can be said in 
praise. He has shown a most commendable caution in 
the conduct of affairs there from the very first. A reck- 
less, slap-dash kindof man would have got us into a lot 
of trouble by rushing into places and taking steps that 
General’ Otis has been much criticised for not taking. 
When occasion demanded, I think he has shown com- 
mendable firmness and wisdom. His report of the whole 
matter, which he gave to me the day I left Manila, is 
worth studying, for, I believe, it shows an able and full 
comprehension ef the difficulties and.a rare wisdom in 


meeting them.

From the “Tribune” we get this additional informa- 
tion as to the Bishop's change of heart: “Although the 
attitude of my mind toward expansion in the abstract 
has not greatly changed, I am convinced that we must 
adhere to our possessions in the Philippines. Time will 
settle all the problems that confront us in those islands, 
-and whatever the difficulties may be in store, we have 
all the gifts that are called for to meet these increased 
tasks and responsibilities. It is idle now to indulge in 
any speculation as to what course America ought to 
pursue with regard to the Philippines. We cannot 
now put aside the responsibilities we took upon our- 
selves, whether the outcome be for the better or for the 
worse. Apart from the moral obligation of carrying 
out the duty we have imposed upon ourselves, the comity 
of nations requires that this country should keep its con- 
trol of the islands.” 

“Not only are there no grounds for the apparent dis- 
position in some quarters to criticise General Otis, but 
the credit has not been accorded to him which he de- 
serves. The prudent methods he has followed in coping 
with the situation in the Philippine have been effective. 
The position he had to contend with was somewhat in 
the nature of walking on eggs. He had to feel his way 
earefully and delicately, and to go slowly and cau- 
tiously.” 

While sentimentalists and politicians are trying to 
prove that General Otis is wrong in his declaration that 
the Filipino war is at an end, they seem to make no im- 
pression on the hard-headed business community if we 
may judge from a circular just issued to the Army and 
Navy by the Mutual Life Insurance Company of New 
York, which announces that the war being over it will 
no longer charge war risks. We have always heard 
about the timidity of capital and rabbits, yet here we 
find a business enterprise which is famous for its careful 
management, and for its avoidance of undue risks, turn- 
ing a deaf ear to the wild alarms that are screeched 
out on every opportunity not only by blatherskite politi- 
cians but also by eminently respectable but misguided 
anti-imperialists. The friends of our Army and Navy 
who have dear ones in the far East and who have doubt- 
less been sadly distressed by the unwarranted magnifying 
of every little skirmish in the Luzon into another 
battle will draw solid comfort from this calm business- 
like assurance of the Mutual Insurance Company that all 
danger is over in the Philippines. Indeed, as one dodges 
about among the cable and electric cars, the automo- 
biles, the trucks, cabs, drays and bicycles of our streets, 
one must sometimes have fleeting yearnings for the quiet 
and security of faraway Manila. 
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HOW THE ABSENT ARE FARING. 


Manila, Feb. 9, 1900. 

The good people at home who are commiserating the 
lonely officer, out here away from his wife and family 
and society, must withdraw their sympathy and sub- 
stitute congratulations that his lines have fallen in such 
pleasant places. Suppose he is away from his wife, 
there are plenty of other men’s wives here who are 
more than glad to open their homes to him, and while 
the climate of Manila forbids a place around the hearth- 
stone, still a long chair on a cool upper gallery offers 
a delightful substitute, and moonlight is far ahead of 
the glow of the open fire. No, my dear feminine friends 
at home, don’t waste too much sympathy on your far 
away husband. If he is an army officer, away in the 
interior somewhere, it may not be misplaced; but if 
he be a naval officer, on one of the ships that lie in 
the bay three months and cruise one month, if so, then 
he can get along very well, even if you be not here. 
Doubtless he is having a much better time in Manila, 
with all that giddy society offers, than you are at home 
trying to make ends meet on your allotment. It is 
far better that it should so be. As long as officers 
must be in a far-away country, one can but be glad of 
anything which serves ‘“‘pour passer le temps.” 

“All this is prompted by looking back upon the gaieties 
of the last few weeks. There have been dinner dances 
and balls galore, lunches on ships and lunches on shore, 
launch parties and breakfast parties and all forms of 
giddy society duties, with a couple of ecclesiastical 
functions thrown in to lend dignity to the sum total. 

Of all the private entertainments of the season, the 
garden party given by Mrs. Jones, wife of the Bnglish 
manager of-the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, was 
far and away the smartest. The Jones home, which is 
on the river bank above the Governor General’s quar- 
ters, is ideally located for an affair of the sort. The 
guests were bidden at four; on arrival, the tennis and 
croquet lawns which slope down to the boat landing 
were found to be arranged with seats and tables, where 
chocolates and sweets were served while the band played. 
After all had arrived and the twilight had fallen, 
dancing cards were presented to the ladies, and the 
music was moved to the drawing room and the ball 
was opened. As the room was large, and the number 
of guests limited the dancing was enjoyable. Later a 
delicious supper was served in the dining room and in 
other rooms on the lower floor. A large number of 
Manila people were present and many of the Army 
women. The Navy was represented by the Admiral, his 
staff, and a few stray officers from other ships. .

tertainments are most felicitous. Having come from 
a three years’ residence in New York, he has identified 
himself with Americans. On the evening of the 20th a 
dance was given at the Hotel Oriente, at-which many 
Army and Navy people were in evidence. These Oriente 
dances are always enjoyable and afford a delightful 
opportunity of meeting old friends. Scarcely a steamer 
comes in nowadays that she does not bring a party of 
travellers who find among the many officers here some 
old friend. A recent instance is Mrs. Shepperd of 
Philadelphia, a daughter of the famous surgeon, Dr. 
Goodell, who has with her Miss Scudder and who 
speedily found old friends on some of the men-of-war.

1023, 
to authorize the Secretary of the Navy to loan naval 
equipment to certain military schools; S, 1475, to com- 
plete the establishment and erection of a military post 
near the city of Sheridan; 8. 2683, to provide for the 
construction. of a revenue cutter for use in St: Mary’s 
river, Mich.; 8. 1804, granting an increase of pension to

The Senate Committee on Patents hus reported favor- 
ably S. 794, referring to the Court of Claims the claim 
of William E. Woodbridge for compensation for the use 
by the United States of his invention relating to pro- 
jectiles. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has reported 
favorably 8. 1339, to place James W. Long, late a cap- 
tuin, U. S. A., upon the retired list. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs, reporting 
bill (S. 2934) for the transfer of certain line officers, 
say that after mature deliberation they “Coincide with 
what seems to be the unanimous opinion of the War 
Department, that this bill is not caleulated to subserve 
the best interests of the service, and therefore recom- 
mend that it do not pass.” Adjt. Gen. Corbin says of 
it in a letter to the Secretary of War: ‘‘No reason is 
seen why officers of the line who have been appointed or 
detailed for duty as assistant Adjts.-Gen. of Volunteers 
or inspectors of volunteers should be given preference 
over captains who have evinced marked aptitude in 
the command of troops, for. appointment in either of 
these staff departments.” The vill provides for the 
transfer to the Adjutant-General’s department or the 
Inspector-General’s department, without examination, 
such officers of the line, not to exceed two in each de- 
partment, as are now serving in said department in 
the Volunteer Army, ete., and that hereafter only those 
officers of the line who have served at leust thirteen 
years therein shall be considered as eligible for ap- 
pointment into either of the two departments named. 

The Senate Committee on Civil Service authorized 
a favorable report upon the bill giving preference to 
soldiers of the civil war in positions in the civil service 
of the government. The committee recommends an 
amendment including soldiers of the Spanish war and 
the war in the Philivvines. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has directed 
a favorable report on the bill creating an additional 
assistant commissary general of subsistence, with the 
rank of Lieut.--Col., and five additional commissaries 
of subsistence, with the rank of captain. It has also 
reported favorably H. R. 946, establishing the Atlanta 


Military Park, which was therefor referred to the 
Committee of the Whole House on the state of the 
Union. 


The House Committee on Claims have reported with 
an amendment H. R. 9315, directing the issue of dupli- 
eate of lsst check drawn by C. C. Sniffen, major, U.

In the House the Committees on Pensions have 
reported favorably S. 346, granting an increase of 
pension to Mrs, Arethusa Wright, and favorably S. 
1905, granting an increase of pension to Lillian Capron. 
In reporting favorably on H. R. 4367, granting an in- 
crease of pension to the widow of the late John Miller 
Stotsenburg, Captain 6th U. 8S. Cav., and Col. Ist Ne- 
braska Volunteers, killed in action near Quingua, island 
of Luzon, April 23, 1899, the Committee says: “At 
his death Colonel Stotsenburg left surviving him this 
widow and two little daughters, Jane M. Stotsenburg, 
aged 11 years, and Laura A. Stotsenburg, aged 9 years, 
and the evidence accompanying this bill clearly shows 
that the widow_and children are dependent wholly upon 
her pension. The claimant is also shown to be in ill 
health and unable to do anything by which to add to 
the income of the family.” The House Committee on 
Militia has directed a favorable report on the bill in- 
creasing the appropriation of the national guard and 
militia of the country from $400,000 te $2,000,000 an- 
nually. A committee from all the State militia organi- 
zations recently visited Washington to carry forward 
the movement, begun at their national convention, in 
favor of the bill. 

The House has agreed to lay on the table the following 
resolution, H. R. 175: That the Secretarv of War is 
hereby directed to inform the House of Representatives 
as early as possible what fortifications Great Britain 
is erecting, constructing, and completing along the 
northern frontier of the United States, especially at 
Puget Sound and other places on the Pacific Ocean. 
contiguous to the State of Washington and the district 
of Alaska. It was reported adversely by the Committee 
on Military Affairs, who presented the following endorse- 
ment, signed by Adj.-Gen. Corbin, which was concurred 
in by Acting Secretary of War Meiklejohn: “The infor- 
mation the Department possesses in this and like cases 
has always been held to be confidential, and for good and 
sufficient reasons has not been made public. It is re- 
marked, however, that Great Britain, so far as the De- 
partment is informed, is in no instance erecting fortifica- 
tions trespassing upon our rights. Mr. Sulzer, of New 
York, who proposed the resolution, spoke in its favor, at- 
tacking the Administration. The resolution was lost on 
a vote supporting the report of the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Corliss (Mich.) asked the unanimous consent in 
the House for the consideration of the Senate joint 
resolution recognizing the gallantry of Frank H. New- 
comb, commanding the revenue cutter Hudson, and 
retiring Captain Daniel B. odgson of the Revenue 
Cutter Service: for efficient and meritorious services in 
command of his cutter Hugh McCulloch in the battle 

of Manila Bay. Mr. Wheeler of Kentueky said: “It 
occurs to me that the thanks of Congress are a matter 
of too much importance to be extended to every officer 
of ow’ Army and Navy who may ‘exhibit gallantry in 
service. _We expect all our ‘officers to be gallant; and 
while ‘f«would like to see the merit of these gentlemen - 
recognized, I am opposed to putting on the reeords of 
Congress this highest rank of natijonal legislation for 
every man on account of gallantry-in the service; and 
thereforé LT object to the consideration of this bill.”

* practicable it is for him to comply with its requirements, 
for reason that the pay rolls and final statements 
from which the information must be obtained have 
passed out of the control of the. War Department and 
now constitute records in the office of the Auditor for 
the War Department, who is an official of the Treas- 
ury Department. Paymaster-General Bates adds, in 
a letter to the Secretary of War: “I do not know whether 
the amount of clerical work and expense which will be 
necessary to furnish this information is appreciated or 
not. It will require the examination and transcript 
from the muster rolls of between 15,000 and 20, men, 
besides the examination of some thousands of final 
statements where soldiers have been discharged and 
paid on separate accounts.” 

The Secretary of the Navy has recently written a 
letter to the Chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs inviting attention to a draft of a bill, 
marked “A,” intended for the relief of certain enlisted 
men of the navy who served as officers during the late 
war with Spain, which cases are few and meritorious. 
The persons referred to, and for whose relief the bill 
is intended, are those enlisted men who were commis- 
sioned or appointed as officers to serve during the war 
with Spain, and upon being mustered out at the close 
of hostilities re-enlisted in the Navy, and by reason of a 
decision of the Comptroller of the Treasury quoted, the 
acceptance by them of commissions or appointments to 
the higher ottice operated to discharge them as enlisted 
men, and debarred them from the benefits of continuous 
service as such, their service as officers having extended 
for a longer period than four months, the period within 
which, under the law, they are required to re-enlist after 
honorable discharge in order to entitle them to such 
benefits. That the appointment of an enlisted man or 
apprentice as a commissioned officer or pay clerk shall 
not be regarded as a discharge from his enlistment; and 
any enlisted man or apprentice who has been or may 
be so appointed, may, upon the honorable termination 
ef his service under such appointment, be permitted 
to serve out his enlistment, and upon honorable discharge 
therefrom shall be entitled to the benefits of continuous 
service under the conditions prescribed in section 16 of 
the act approved March 3, 1899, entitled “An. Act to 
reorganize and increase the efficiency of the personnel 
of the Navy and Marine Corps of the United States.” 
In reference to the bill already introduced by Senator 
Hale to detail officers of the Navy to act as assistants 
to the chiefs of the Navy Department Bureaus, the 
Secretary of the Navy has written a letter to the chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs in which 
he says: “Under the existing law the detailing of offi- 
cers of the Navy to serve as assistants to the Chiefs of 
the Bureaus of Navigation, Ordnance, Supplies and 
Accounts, and Medicine and Surgery, Navy Department, 
is authorized, the selection of such assistants being reg- 
ulated by statutes separately enacted and varying some- 
whet in their terms, and fixing divers rates of pay. In 
all Bureaus of the Department such assistants should 
be placed, as nearly as the pay tables will permit, upon 
a uniform basis as to pay, according as to their respect- 
ive grades. A draft providing for the detail of officers 
to duty as assistant chiefs and giving to all. officers 
while serving in that capacity the same measure of 
increased pay in consideration of their assignment to 
such duty, is herewith submitted, and is commended 
to the favorable consideration of the committee. The 
draft is in form suitable for insertion in the Naval Bill 
or for introduction as a separate measure.” 

F. H. Morris, Auditor for the War Department, in 
a letter transmitted to the House by the Secretary of 
the Treasury in connection with the Army Appropriation 
bill, says: I have the honor to invite your attention 
to an abuse that has arisen under section 7, act of April 
26, 1898, entitled ‘An Act for the better organization 
of the line of the Army of the United States,’ which 
authorizes extra pay to officers who exercise a higher 
command than that of their grade under proper orders. 
In the examination of paymasters’ accounts I have found 
a great many vouchers upon which officers have been 
paid extra compensation for very brief periods of time 
during which they have exercised a higher command than 
that of their grade—lieutenants taking pay as captains, 
captains as majors, majors as colonels, and colonels as 
brigadier-generals, for from one to several days—the 
superior officer drawing pay as of his grade, or that of 
a higher, for the same period. I do not believe that 
this law was framed for the purpose of increasing the 
pay and allowances of officers because of the temporary 
absence of their superiors.” The Auditor gives the 
following list of officers serving temporarily with higher 
commands, with amounts paid: Lieutenants paid as

1LdE DINNER TO DEWEY’S CAPTAINS. 

Captain Frank Wildes and Captain N. M. Dyer 
spoke most acceptably at the dinner given by 
the Colonial Club of New York to Dewey’s Captains, 
March 15. Captain Benj. F. Lamberton was unfor- 
tunately unable to be present as was Cantain Joseph 
3 Coglan, who from his distant post at Puget Sound 
Nayal station sent his regrets, declaring that from 
“this place of dreariness” his heart went out to the mem- 
bers of the club. He spoke of Admiral Dewey as not 
‘sombre, cynical and self-contained, but open hearted and 
radiant.” He wrote that, without wishing to detract 
from the victory over Cervera’s squadron, to compare 
a victory over a running squadron, two-thirds whipped, 
with the battle of Manila was to belittle our great 
Admiral. 





Dpeaning of the Mev7. President Jacob G. Schurman, 
a member of the Philippine Commission, said: “The 
victory of our commodore and captains made us re- 
sponsible for the Philippines. The vastness of that re- 
sponsibility is enough to appall us. As I ponder over it 
I seem to see a solution in a small body of American 
ofticials, carefully selected and highly trained, with a 
permanent tenure of office and promotion for merit, 
who shall be animated by the spirit of our naval cap- 
tains. You learn nothing of politics in the Navy. 
Since our Navy entered the waters of the Philippines 
there has not been one instance of an officer abusing his 
power to oppress, injure or illtreat the natives. The 
Navy, I think, is our highest embodiment of love, of 
honor and devotion to duty, and nothing else. An in- 
difference to money, a fine devotion to duty, a noble 
love of fame, a courage which fears no danger but 
only wrongdoing, and a patriotism elevating their minds 
to the true greatness of their country makes that great- 
ness always safe in their keeping. 

_“This spirit of the Navy must, I say, animate our 
civil service in the Philippines. To this high standard 
the civil administration has been foreordained and called 
by the anterior achievements of the Navy.” 

Mr. Schurman said that no one got along better with 
the Filipinos than Admiral Dewey and the officers of his 
squadron. “This is a gift,” he continued, ‘‘which our 
civil administrations must possess or acquire if they 
are to succeed.” 

The fortifications appropriation bill was completed 
in the committee on March 19 and reported the same 
day. It appropriates $7,093,488 for carrying forward the 
plans for seacoast defences begun by the Army about 
ten years ago. The principal items of the bill are: 


Gun and mortar batteries $2,000,000; pneumatic bat- 





teries, $180,000; installation of range and sition 
finders, $150,000; sites for fortifications. $200, ; pres- 
ervation and repair of fortifications, $100, ; sea walls 


and. embankments, $200,000; torpedos for harbor de- 
fence, $50,000; armament for fortifications, $4,002,588. 
The following is an extract from the report: “The 
scheme for sea coast fortification, contemplated by the 
Endicott Board, and which has been followed by Con- 
gress in the appropriations made since 1888, it is now 
estimated, will cost an aggregate of $112,197,267, of 
which sum there has been already provided 971,013, 
the Engineer Department having received $20,154,661, 
and the Ordnance Department $25,816,362... Major 
General Miles, accompanied by Capt. Whitney of his 
staff, is now making an inspection tour of the sea coast 
fortifications in the southern States. He has not per- 
sonally visited these forts since emplacement of the 
large guns there. It is believed in the War Department 
that prior to his return to Washington General Miles 
will.go to Havana and personally look into the con- 
ditions at that place. General Wilson, .Chief of En- 
gineers, has under consideration a new plan for the pro- 
tection of New York harbor, Boston harbor and other 
harbors of. equal importance. The Bagipesting Depart- 
ment of the Army has for several months been working 
upon these plans, but has been unable to proceed in 
the work for lack of funds. The: tiberal allotment of 
nroney which has been recommended by the Committee 
on Fortifications will allow the Department to proceed 
and purchase sites-for the location of: new batteries 
and make other arrangements looking to better. pro- 
tection to the seacoast towns of-the United. States. 
Most .of these improvements. will be in the vicinity of 
i, ‘York, but it is not intended to overlook other 
ities. .

MR. McCLELLAN’S ARMY BILL. 


H. R. 9705—Mr. McClellan: A Bill for the reorganization 
of the Army of the United States, and for other purposes. 
Be it enacted, etc., that from and after the date of 
approval of this Act the Regular Army of the United 
States shall consist of— 

First. The following combatant force, which shall con- 
stitute the line of the Army: 

1 Lieutenant-General, 6 major-generals, 12 brigadier- 
generals, the General Staff Corps, the Corps of Engineers 
of officers and enlisted men, the Corps of Artillery of 
officers and enlisted men, 15 regiments of cavalry and 
their bands, 30 regiments of infantry and their bands, the 
Corps of Cadets and their band, and such other officers 
and enlisted men as may hereafter be provided for. 

Second, the following noncombatant force: 

The Medical Corps of officers and enlisted men, the 
Quartermaster’s Corps of officers and enlisted men, the 
Subsistence Corps of officers and enlisted men, the Pay 
Corps of officers and enlisted men, the Equipment Corps 
of officers and enlisted men, the Judge-Advocate’s Corps, 
the retired officers and men of the Regular Army: 
Provided, That in time of war retired officers may be 
temporarily recalied into active service, except service 
in tne held, at the discretion of the President, with the 
rank held by them on the retired list and with the pay 
of an active omecer of the same rank, and shail then be 

ted as in the combatant or noncombatant force, accord- 
ing to the branch of the Army in which they so serve, 
and shalt take precedence next after the active officers in 

e same branch of the Army whose commissions ante- 
date or are of even date with their date of retirement; 
eventy chaplains, with the pay and allowances or u 
captain, mounted, to be assigned to the various regiments 
and posts at the discretion of the President; the profes- 

4S at the Muitary Academy, and such other officers 
and enlisted men as may hereafter be provided for: Pro- 
viaed, ‘Lhat when a vacancy shall occur by deatn, retire- 
ment, or other separation trom active service in the office 

storekeeper in the Quartermaster’s Department and 
Ordnance epartment, respectiveiy now provided for 
y law, Said omce shail cease to exist. 

Sec. 2, That the General Staff Corps shall consist of 
1 major-general, who shail be chief of the Generai Staff; 
2 brigadier-generals (brigadier-generals), 3 colonels, 6 
lieutenant-coionels, 12 majors, and 26 captains. 

The present Adjutant-General’s Department, Inspector- 
Generals Department, and Record and Pension Otce are 
ereby consolidated in the General Staff Corps, the ui0- 
ers of the three Departments taking precedcs-e, with 
their present rank, according to dates of commissions. 
Shoulda these ever coincide, then by date or latest com- 
missions which do not coincide; should all these coincice, 
then by class rank at graduation from the Military

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CIVIL GOVERNMENT IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
Close study of the situation in the Philippines as 


réturning officers cannot fail to make it clear that con- 
ditions are rapidly changing there, more rapidly than 
those persons are able to comprehend to whom the only 
information about the Philippines comes through the 
reports of the killed and wounded. These changes in 
many instances are going on so quietly and so auto- 
matically as often to escape the notice of the casual 
observer, and in this way to lose their real significance. 
The public have kept their eyes too steadily centered 
on the military operations and have entered into the 
spirit of the chase after Aguinaldo with the same zest 
aid interest that are awakened in the countryside by 
the pursuit of a very clever and nimble fox. Conse- 
qiiently the civil affairs have gone practically unnoticed 
and little is known by the general public of the advance 
that has been made by General Otis in establishing a 
healthy and intelligent system of civil government in 
various portions of the island. We hear that this or that 
general has returned from this or that island, after 
having established civil government, but we do not stop 
to grasp the meaning of it; we do not seem willing to 
sit down and calmly estimate the amount of tact, dip- 
lomacy and firmness that is required to graft upon the 
institutions of a people trembling on the dizzy brink of 
their first independence of mediaeval rule, the systems 
of government that have had their origin in the spirit 
of American freedom. 

Already at least one of the islands of the archipelago 
has a well organized civil government in perfect work- 
ing order, its members having been chosen by Ameri- 
can methods, and it has been duly installed as the legal 
successor of the military authority which preceded it. 
The arbitrary rules established there while the island 
was in control of the military governor have been super- 
seded by laws created by the people themselves. Thus 
the inhabitants are enjoying all the civil rights which 
any community under a free government can expect, 
and they are as free from military interference in the 
administration of their internal affairs as any part of 
the United States, being amenable only to the civil law 
and its tribunals. Military forces are still quartered 
there, but they have been reduced to the status of an 
ordinary garrison. The same condition would prevail 
throughout Luzon and other islands of the archipelago 
if the rebels would lay down their arms and submit to 
the authority of the United States. By this resistance 
in playing the role of a cheap liberator Aguinaldo is 
simply withholding from his people the possession of 
the largest amount of civil liberty they have ever en- 
joyed and which two years ago would not have entered 
the dreams of the most hopeful opponent of the Spanish 
government. The spirit of old Adam, to whom the 
prohibited apple outweighed all the glories of Hden, 
seems to actuate the little men who are seeking to shape 
the mighty future of the Philippines. What they would 
have sought on their knees two years ago, and would 
have accepted as a boon from Heaven, they now reject 
because in the meanwhile there has been time given for 
the growth of personal ambitions in minds which are too 
narrow to realize their own imperfections, and their 
inability to meet the great responsibilities which the 
victory of Manila Bay threw upon the archipelago. 

As military necessity ceases in parts of the islands, 
civil authority will assume control and its machinery be 
put in motion. A beginning has been made toward 
applying the general laws of the United States there. 
The order of the War Department directing the ad- 
mission of Chinese immigrants according to the pro- 
visions of the Chinese exclusion act is in keeping with 
the principles of our government and indicative of the 
intentions of the Administration. In the same line is 
the order of the Postmaster-General establishing do- 
mestic postage rates between the United States and the 
Philippines and Guam. When the question of the 
tariff is decided by our courts our customs and other 
general laws affecting the coastwise trade will doubtless 
be applied in the Philippines The provisional regula- 
tions now in force are due chiefly to military conditions, 
which become less prominent with every step toward gen- 
eral peace. The administration is removing the reg- 
ulations gradually and those who understand the high 
purpose which has guided its control of affairs in the 
far Hast will not doubt its determination to remove 
them all at the proper time and make the civil law 
supreme.

THE NAVY POLICY BOARD. 


The Policy Board recently created by the Secretary 
of the Navy, and which has caused so much comment 
in naval circles, will probably hold its first session about 
the first of April. Although no orders have yet been 
issued to the officers assigned to the Board, it is under- 
stood that the members will be directed to meet at the 
Navy Department as soon as the Secretary has filled 
the three remaining vacancies. Two of these vacancies 
will doubtless be filled by the appointment of Capt. 
Henry C. Taylor and Capt. F. E. Chadwick. 

Some little dissatisfaction is being expressed by offi- 
cers ef the Navy concerning the formation of the 
Board. It is noticeable that there is no member of the 
staff on the Board, and this fact is causing no little 
feeling among officers attached to the staff. Another 
objection to the plan, which seems to be personal as 
well as general, is, that although the Admiral of the 
Navy is made the presiding officer of the board, in his 
absence the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation is per- 
mitted to preside, notwithstanding the fact that he only 





’ revealed in the reports of Gen. Otis and the accounts of. 
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temporarily holds the grade of Rear Admiral, and that 
by such a position he will-be superior to officers holding 
actual rank above him. The 
explains this by the statement that as the Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation is properly put at the head next 
to the’ Admiral because he is theexecutive officer of 
the Secretary, and in any event would be called upon 
to carry into effect any plan of. war that was accepted 
by the Secretary of the Navy. It is the usual fortune 
of the Chief of the Burean of Navigation to be unpopu- 
lar with the officers of the Navy, and it may be that the 
objection. to his assignment will be so strong that the 
Secretary will be persuaded to change the order. 

There is an obvious propriety in the selection of Capt. 
Henry C. Taylor as a member of the Board. He is 
the author. of the suggestion which has resulted in 
the organization of the important body, and no man in 
the Navy is more competent to serve upon it. His 
efficient work in connection with the Naval War College 
is well known. In his memorandum on the subject 
submitted to the Navy Department, Captain Taylor said: 
“The necessity for a general staff is developed and 
made apparent by long wars, while the. proper evolu- 
tion of its duties and the thorough training of its mem- 
bers are more successfully accomplished during the times 
of peace. Herein, however, lies a danger. The ten- 
dency of military bodies in peace is to grow theoreti- 
cal and unpractical, and the utmost care is needed to 
combat this mental drift of intelligent officers who study 
war methods, which a long peace prevents their actively 
practising. 

“With navies it has not been regarded as so essential, 
many naval officers of all nations having failed to per- 
ceive that the underlying principles of a military force 
are the same afloat as ashore. It is to be noted, how- 
ever, that the Board of Admiralty in England satisfies 
many of the conditions of a general staff, at the same 
time that it controls the material construction and man- 
ning of the fleet. 

‘Let us now consider what are the real functions of 
the general staff of an army or a navy. Its duties, as 
generally understood, are to gather information con- 
cerning foreign navies or armies, and to measure and 
correctly appreciate their military value; to consider 
the probable aims and purposes of these foreign services 
in case of war; to gain a knowledge of their strong 
places and of the stragetic centers they are likely to 
occupy at the opening of hostilities; the relation of their 
force and its stragetic center of action to our territory 
and force in its probable area of action; finally, a care- 
ful comparison of our own strength with that of other 
nations. . 

“Based upon examinations, plans are made for the 
various warlike contingencies likely to éccur. These 
plans are based primarily upon stragetic and tactical 
principles and later worked out with a detail that 
grows more minute as information increases and delib- 
erations mature. These plans, which in the Navy con- 
cern themselves at first with our regular force of bat- 
tleships and auxiliaries, will gradually include naval 
militia and reserves, merchant vessels, the naval de- 
fence of anchorages unprotected by the Army, the pro- 
vision of additional men for emergencies, and, finally, 
after frequent consultations with the Army chiefs, they 
will provide for that exact co-operation of the Army 
and Navy so important to success. 

“The making of plans is the first element of general 
staff work, and is generally, though vaguely, recognized 
as being its proper duty. The second element, though 
rarely recognized in a formal manner, is by far the more 
important of the two. It is the mental training of 
officers engaged in this planmaking, and their conse- 
quent readiness to confront warlike situations in gen- 
eral. It does not equal the school of war, but it 
is only second to it, and there is no third method.” 

Referring to the thorough work done by the German 
staff, Captain Taylor said: “Such, then, are the pur- 
poses of a general staff. The American Navy has for 
some years felt instinctively that this, or something like 
this, was needed for future efficiency. Evidence of this 
is apparent in the creation, many years ago, of a War 
College at Newport, and an Office of Intelligence in the 
Navy Department. In these two institutions are to be 
found many of the elements of a general staff, requir- 
ing only a slight drawing together by a common head— 
such as the Assistant Secretary or the Chief of Navi- 
gation—te create a nucleus of effort around which 
would form a body of great usefulness to the Navy 
and the country. It would grow of itself, needing but 
one care and precaution on the part of the Navy, 
namely, that of selecting always for that duty officers 
best known for their practical success in the handling 
of ships and command of men, and forbidding any con- 
tinuous staff duty, in order that frequent tours of active 
service afloat, alternating with the general staff work 
ashore, may prevent the overtheorizing in which exists 
always the initial germ of decay for any practical call- 
ing, and especially for a profession of arms. 

“In the development of the Intelligence Office and 
War College the Navy has been unconsciously forming 
the elements of a general staff, until now the time has 
arrived when, much of the work having been done, 
the Navy can decide whether it shall give life to these 
elements by providing a concert of action for them, by 
adding to them such minor work as may be fitting, and 
by assigning the whole to the charge of some official, 
such as the Assistant Secretary or the Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, who, by the nature of his present 
duties, is already prepared for their superintendence.” 

Captain Taylor calls attention to an evil which we 
have often noted, and that is the tendency of the Ex-

ecutive Departments. to leave too much upon Congress, 
instead of making use of the authority they have ee 
the law. He says: 

“Up to the point where imoney is needed and the les- 
islative function is thus encountered, there seems to be 
no reason why the.Navy Department should not- “develop 

a system‘of general staff in the Navy, though it need 
oa have that title. Later on, when some years of trial, 
change and modification shall: have perfected the sys- 
tem, the formal sanction of-Congress can be asked and 
such moneys appropriated as may then be needed for 
its maintenance. 

“It appears from the annual report of the Secretary 
ef War for 1899 that he has in view a general staff for 
the Army, under-the name and form of a war college, 
and, the ideas embodied in that report beihg sound 
and practical, there seems no question that, with certain 
modifications, they will gradually establish themselves 
as the foundation of a military structure worthy of the 
learning and gallantry of the Army officers. The move- 
ment will perforce- be slow in armies or navies,. being 
obstructed continually by these: tendencies to stagna- 
tion which lie hidden under the guise of ‘military tra- 
ditions.’ 

“From the naval point ef view this shall -of the 
Army’s is an excellent one: A more definite embodi- 
ment of the Military Intelligence Office in their work 
seems to us desirable, and it is very expedient toe in- 
sure the students of the War College being principally 
of and above the grade of major, leaving the schools 
of application at Monroe, Leavenworth, Riley and Wil- 
lets Point to engage the attention of the more junior 
grades. Experience will doubtless instruct the Army 
officers to make any such changes as may prove desir- 
able.” 

Captain Taylor’s plan, as outlined, included the 
establishment of a system of interdependence between 
War College and the Intelligence Office, the enlargement 
of the force gf the Intelligence Office and the War Col- 
lege, and places the selection of officers for both details 
and the general direction of their work in “the chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, in his capacity as chief 
of the General Staff.” 

He further proposed that “when matters of. con- 
structing, equipping, or manning the fleet are necessarily 
deduced from the war plans, and require action of the 
Department and its bureaus in supplying ships and 
their accessories, they shall be admitted to the Assistant 
Secretary, who shall consider them and transmit them 
to the Secretary of the Navy.” 
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The current issue, No. 1 of volume eleven, Journal of 
the American Society of Naval Engineers, has just ap- 
peared, and.is in no wise behind its predecessors in value 
and interest. The leading paper is “The Contract Trial 
of the United States Battleship ‘‘Kentucky,” by Com- 
mander Harrie Webster, a member of the trial board. A 
valuable contribution by Mr. John Platt, Associate 
member on the Society on “Practical Data relating to 
the building of Bent Tube Boilers,” is the next in order, 
and contains much interesting and valuable information 
on a pertinent subject. Copious extracts from “The 
Code for 1899 for Conducting Steam Boiler Trials,” 
gives much needed information on this subject. The 
most valuable paper, however, is one by Lieut. R. K. 
Crank, U. S. N., on “An exhaustive trial of the Gov- 
ernment distilling plant at the Dry Tortugas.” The data 
and information contained in this article are of the 
utmost value to the engineer, and the subject is treated 
so clearly that the layman can form a clear idea of 
what is meant by “triple effect” when applied to dis- 
tilling fresh water. A memorandum by Lieut. Albert 
Moritz, U. S. N., on the value of “Freshly Hewn or 
Green Wood as Fuel,” has reference to that officer’s 
experience on the U. 8. S. Newark while en route to 
the Pacific last year, when it became necessary to eke out 
a short supply of coal with green wood. “Interchange- 
ability of Units in Machinery,” by W. D. Forbes, is 
of value to the manufacturer of motive power, and 
presents the argument in favor of the practice in plain 
language. “The Properties and Possible Uses of 
Nickel-Steel” is a timely paper on a product of the 
rolling mills of the present period about which a great 
deal of imperfect information exists. “Power Losses in 
the Machine Shop,” by Chas. H. Benjamin, is a thought- 
ful and accurate account of the inevitable cost of work 
in a well conducted machine shop of to-day. “Object 
Lessons,” by Lieut. Commander A. B. Willits, U. 8. 
N., contains many valuable hints and completes the 
main portion of the table of contents. The number con- 
tains 280 pages of reading matter. 








A Manila correspondent of the Boston Daily “Globe” 
writes: “Whatever may be said about General Otis. by 
those who have had more time to watch events in Luzon 
than I, he is certainly high hand with the natives.

a game, which was forfeited to A by the umpire by the 


score of 9 to 0. The actual score was 29°to 20-in favor 
of A when. K- made its kick. The game was played on 
the Luneta diamond Sunday, Jan. 14, 

While Captain Casteel, with a company of the 30th 
Inf., was attacked by 400 insurgents about a mile from 
Bavas on Jan. 25,.Company A of the same regiment 
under Captain Graham was sent to the assistance of 
their comrades and the tide of battle promptly turned. 
The insurgents were defeated and driven away. in this 
fight one American solider was killed and two wounded. 

In several towns in the Lake district south of Manila 
which the 39th and other regiments visited it was ob- 
served that a speaker’s stand made of bamboo and gayly 
decorated was erected in the plaza. Aguinaldo and other 
insurrecto orators had harrangued from these platforms, 
the natives said, a few days before the American arrived. 
If the reports of those who claim. to have heard his 
speeches are correct, while Aguinaldo was in the midst 
of his oration he was interrupted and twitted with the 
non-fulfillment of his many promises. 

The fight at Dumandan,; near Mabalacat, on Jan. 17 
resulted in a greater disaster to the insurgents than was 
at first supposed. So ably did Captain McRae, of the 
3d Inf., direct the fight, and so vigorously did his subor- 
dinate officers, Lieutenants Humphrey, Moore and Bar- 
ker, close in on the enemy in that rough country, that 
the only line of retreat left open to the insurrectos was 
the one that led over a cliff. On the rocks below were 
found the mangled remains of six insurgents. General 
Hizon in his flight on horseback went over the wail of 
the canyon and took a drop of about 30 feet. The Gen- 
eral’s horse was killed by the fall and Hizon himself was 
badly burt in the chest. 

These two items from Manila papers of recent date 
show in what liberal way the Filipino rebels are being 
treated: General Rizal, who was captured at Maja- 
laboa, had an interview with General Otis. He was 
given his liberty. He will be allowed to proceed to 
Laguna de Bay province where he resides. Senor Lim- 


jap, the insurgent treasurer, has been given his liberty 
on bond, and a promise to be good. 


The Manila “Freedom” of Jan. 16 says: “A deserter 
named Scott of the 6th Art., who held a major’s com- 
mission in the insurgent army, was found dead with a 
Krag bullet-hole in his head, near Alphonso, after -the 
rebels were driven from their position at Magallanes. 
His body was buried with as little ceremony as if it had 
been that of an animal, and great care was taken. that 
no mark should show to future generations where the 
body of the traitor lies.” 

On board the tinclad gunboat, Laguna de Bay, in 
the cabin of Lieut. Franklin, stands a wooden imita- 
tion of a Remington rifle, carved by insurgent hands. 
The toy is the property of General Schwan, and was 
found during the southern hike of his command. It 
is a most perfect imitation, and no détail has been 
omitted in its manufacture, even the rings and hammer 
having been gracefully carved out of hard wood. At 
a distance of thirty paces it looks like a perfect Rem- 
ington. 

On Jan. 20 Co. EB of the 20th Infantry, commanded 
by Capt. D. T. E. Casteel, accompanied by Lieuts. Oscar 
D. Weed and A. G. Vernon of the second battalion, 71 
in all, were attacked by a band of insurgents while 
marching from Morong to Tanay, between 300 and 400 
strong. After returning a few volleys, Capt. Casteel, 
by a series of rushes through the adjacent paddy fields, 
which took his men through mud and water waist deep, 
got within 100 yards of the enemy and soon routed 
the ladrone enemy. 

After the insurrectos were driven out of Bayambang, 
the wife of Aguinaldo fied to the house of a cousin in 
Cabaruan. Included in her baggage were an elabo- 
rately constructed box and a heavy valise. When Mrs. 
Aguinaldo fell into the hands of the American troops 
the cousinly custodian of the valuables buried the box 
and the valise in his back yard. When the American 
authorities were informed of what was buried at Caba- 
ruan, Lieut. Waldo, with a detail from Co. B of the 
17th Infantry, left the railroad at Malusiqui and pro- 
ceeded across the country ten miles to Cabaruan. The 
house of the cousin was located and the box and valise 
were dug up. In the valise was a considerable sum in 
Spanish gold and Mexican silver, and in a small case 
along with the money were some of Mrs. Aguinaldo’s 
diamonds. The contents of the box wefe even more 
interesting. Instead of coin, the box contained many of 
Aguinaldo’s most important private papers. 

The report of the Sanitary Corps on the census of 
Manila places the population actually living in houses 
within the police district at 150,000. This does not in- 
clude Santa Ana, San Felipe Nery, Santa Mesa, Pan- 
dacan or any of the outlying suburban districts. Those 
living in bancos are not included, nor any of the semin- 
aries or convents. The report shows 20,709 buildings, 
17,449 large rooms, 25,121 small rooms, 61,945 men, 
43,056 women, 29,993 children, 4,087 aged prisoners, and 
8,852 Chinos. The population of Tondo is placed at 
25,423, with 2,384 houses for them to live in. San 
Nicolas follows with 23,794 and 2,618 houses. Santa 
Cruz comes next with 20,275 and 2,663 houses, and 
Binondo is the next in line with a population of 19,965 
and 3,649 houses. The Chinese population is turned 
in as 8,852, but this is considered six times too small. 
Based on this report, it is estimated that Manila’s 


population is 400,000. 





12th Infantry, had been missing for about twelve days, 
and about the same tinre $600 in gold disappeared mys- 
sergeant had access. When last seen the sergeant had 
arrived ix Manila from Panique, where the sergeant 
was doing service. He was slightly intoxicated; not 
that he ‘was a “high roller,” but the fleshpots of Manila 
are very seductive to the campaigner after a long period 
of banishment. At the time the sergeant disappeared 
there was about, $3,000 in the safe. Since then charges of 
desértion have been field against him. The theory that 
he met with foul play had much currency, as the officers 
of the regiment were loth to accuse the soldier who 
had done fifteen years’ faithful service. 

The Manila “Freedom” of Jan. 12 said: “The cam- 
paign against independent insurgent and robber bands 
that are attempting to terrorize the industrial com- 
munities in the North is being prosecuted with splendid 
success. The natives are gaining confidence in the 
ability of the Americans to maintain order, and since 
they are convinced that the garrisons will not be with- 
drawn, they give up much valuable information regard- 
ing roving parties that heretofore had them terrorized. 
The guerrilla warfare inaugurated by the stampeded 
eabinet has not met with much success, and the lack of 
support of that innovation by the natives has been a 
source of much discouragement. 

A disinfecting plant has been established by the health 
department in Manila tp carry out the regulations for 
preventing the spread of the plague. When a case of 
contagious disease is found in any house the clothes 
of the inmates are taken to the steam disinfecting 
plant and well disinfected. The patient is removed to 
the isolated hospital and kept there awaiting develop- 
ments. In the meantime the entire family in the 
affected house is taken to the Malate barracks or some 
isolated place where they can have the necessary con- 
veniences, and the house is thoroughly cleaned and dis- 
infected. A location has been secured for a city labora- 
tory to accommodate the service. The crematories for 
the consumption of garbage are being built. One will 
be situated on the south side of the city, and the other 
on the north. 

The resuit of Capt. Ashburn’s expedition, in company 
with Col. Hare and the mounted infantry picked from 
the 23d, to Benguet and return to Vigan, netted two in- 
surgent lieutenants and nine men who were taken pris- 
oners, 30 Remingtons and a large amount of ammunition 
of the 83d. The Manila “Freedom” says: 

“It will never be fully estimated how much energy 
can be produced by the 33d Regiment. Their record in 
the North has never been, eclipsed. When the fifty 
picked men are sent out to chase the enemy they con- 
tinue in the saddle until the expedition is completed. 
Before they start the colonel goes down the line and 
picks out the men who he believes can live on leather 
and mud for days. In this way the ‘mosquito fleet’ 
is formed and away they go into the mountains, light- 
hearted and strong, with a meal in their haversacks 
and the next one wherever they can find it. They will 
come back in a week all ragged, torn, lean and mud- 
stained fom head to foot and back, and a number of 
barefooted prisoners marching in front. Away back in 
the mountains are a ‘number of newly-made graves that 
indicate that the trip has not been for nothing.” 

The most popular color among the rebels near the 
American advance is white. It is believed that they 
have a special drill in the preliminaries of rapid change 
in costume, and the hiding of ammunition and arms at 
the same time. It is necessary for an insurgent soldier 
to become proficient in this one evolution before he will 
be entrusted with a kit and be turned loose on the firing 
line. 

These are specimens of the thrilling adventures to 
which our men in Luzon are subject, according to a 
Manila paper: “A trooper of the 3d Cavalry was going 
to bathe himself and had drawn his shirt partly over his 
head when three natives, a woman and two men, fell on 
him and beat him into a state of insensibility. They 
tied a noose about his neck and dragged him behind 
the horse two miles to a swamp, where they secreted 
the cut and bleeding form behind some reeds. After 
some time the soldier regained consciousness and crawled 
with great difficulty back to the protection of the post. 
He is slowly recovering from his wounds. The horse 
and his accoutrements have | not been recovered. 


GENERAL BATES’S ARTICLE AGAIN. 

The omission of the important word “hypothetical” 
from the introduction to the extracts we made last week 
from the article of Paymaster-General Bates gave the 
impression that what followed was a statement of ac- 
tual fact as to the conduct of our war with Spain. On 
the contrary, it was the statement of a hypothetical 
situation presented by General Bates to show his idea 
as to the proper preparation for war. In condensing 
into a column anda half an article which would, if pub- 
lished entire, have occupied a dozen or more columns, 
the distinction between fact and fancy in General 
Bates’s article was not made clear. The complete prep- 
arations for the transfer of troops to Cuba to which ref- 
erence was made were those conceived of by General 
Bates and not those actually made, hence the reference 
to them did not apply. As we are not able to publish 
his article entire we recommend that those interested 
should get a copy of the March number of the 
vative Review containing it. It is a very strong 
entation of the staff and the departments of supply

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A citizen of Philadelphia, who will not permit his 
name to be known, says “The Philadelpaia Ledger,’ 
has given $5,000 toward a fund for the erection of a 
worthy memorial to Captain John Ericsson. It is pro- 
posed that the memorial shall be a monument, to be 
placed upon the river bank in Fairmount Park. The 
leading feature of the structure is to bea statue of 
Ericsson, and the committee of the Fairmount Park 
Art Association in immediate charge of the project 
desires that the sum of $35,000 be secured, so that a me- 
morial may be erected in every respect commensurate 
with the fame and the timely and valuable services of 
Ericsson, rendered at one of the most critical periods 
of the Civil War. He was the inventor and builder 
of the famous Monitor, which so successfully fouglit 
the Merrimac in Hampton Roads. Friday, March 9, 
was the thirty-eighth anniversary of that famous. sea 
fight which in three hours revolutionized the navies of 
the world. New York City erected a fine statue in his 
honor in Battery Park some years ago, and Sweden 
his native land, also has a monument in his honor. 

It has been repeated ad nauseam that the trouble in 
the Philippines was caused by our ignorance of the real 
spirit animating the natives of the islands and that we 
mistook the proclamations of the self constituted 
leaders for the sentiments of the masses of the people. 
Of course those who have made such statements honestly 
know nothing of the activity among our officers in the 
archipelago just after the surrender of Manila by the 
Spaniards. If they had read the Army and Navy 
Journal of that time they would have known more of 
the authorities’ efforts to learn the real views of the 
people. The report just submitted to the Senate by the 
Secretary of the Navy of the journey through Lauzon, 
in October and November, 1898, by Paymaster W. B. 
Wilcox and Naval Cadet L. R. Sargent, is one evi- 
dence of the enthusiasm with which our young officers 
in the far Bast addressed themselves to the task of 
understanding the people with whom they were likely 
to have extensive dealings. The statement that we 
plunged into hostilities against the Filipinos, despising 
their capacity for military operations, looks strange in 
the light of this report by these two officers, who told 
their superiors very plainly that the Philippine govern- 
ment as then constituted had an organized military 
force in every province visited, and they traveled to 
the extreme northern edge of Luzon. Since then this 
military organization has been broken up by our forces 
and the commanders killed, captured or driven into 
hiding. 


The statement on page 676 of our issue of March 17, 
with reference to the illness of General Wheaton should 
have referred to General Frank Wheaton, not to General 
Loyd Wheaton, and attention was called to the error in 
another part of the paper which went to press after the 
page in which the error appeared. As General Frank 
Wheaton is a retired officer who is known by his friends 
to be in Europe, and General Loyd Wheaton is in active 
service in Manila, probably no one was misled by the 
error in names. Both officers are veteran and gallant 
soldiers. General Frank Wheaton entered the service 
as a Ist lieutenant of cavalry in 1855, and General Loyd 
Wheaton enlisted in the 8th Illinois Infantry on April 
20, 1861, at the very outbreak of the civil war. Both 
served in the civil war with such gallantry as to merit 
brevets. General Frank Wheaton was brevetted lieu- 
tenant-colonel for gallant and meritorious services at the 
battle of the Wilderness, colonel at the battle of Cedar 
Creek, brigadier-general at the capture of Petersburg 
and major-general in March, 1865, for gallant and meri- 
torious services throughout the war. He was also bre- 
vetted major-general in the volunteer service for services 
at the battles of Opequan, Fisher’s Hill and Middletown. 
General Loyd Wheaton was brevetted colonel of volun- 
teers for faithful and meritorious services during the 
campaign against Mobile and its defenses; 
mustered out of the volunteer services in May, 1866, he

It is 
believed, however, by naval officers interested in the 
tests that this difficulty will eventually be overcome, 
nd the new invention will prove to be a good substitute 
the electric search light. By the use of the illumi- 
iting shell the position of the vessel firing it can be 
ept hidden from the eye of an enemy, who could easily 
locate it if the search light was used. It is the inten- 
‘ion of the Navy Department to send several of the new 
hells to some of the war ships and have them used in 
ctual operations. 

A eablegram has been received by the Secretary of 
‘he Navy from Rear Admiral Watson stating that ex- 
‘onsive repairs are necessary to the protected cruiser 
New Orleans, which only recently left New York for 
lanila. The Secretary has cabled Rear Admiral Wat- 
nin reply that for the present he refuses to give the 
ecessary rmission looking to having these repairs 
made. This refusal grows out of the questionable con- 
(inet of some of the officers of the ship prior to her de- 
parture for the Asiatie Station. The officers reported 
that the boilérs of the New Orleans were in need of ex- 
tensive repairs, which would take two months’ work, 
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but the board of officers, which was sent to examine 
the ship, reported these could be in two 
weeks. The work was in. that “and the 
ship departed for Manila in what appeared to be excel- 
lent condition.

Experiments have recently been made at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard with the models of the‘ proj 
battleships which have demonstrated to the officers of 
the Navy Department that the véssels to carry the 
weights fixed by the Naval Board of Construction, must 
have greater displacement and length of beam any 
battleships under construction or completed for the 
American Navy. Naval Constructor Taylor, who is in 
charge of the experiments, has reported to Rear Ad- 
miral Hichborn, Chief Naval Constructor, that each of 
the new vessels will have a displacement of almost 
15,000 tons, a length of 435 feet and a beam of 75 feet. 
This increase in size is necessary in order to vide 
space for the large armament to be supplied to the ves- 
sels, for the engineering department, which must. create 
sufficient power to give a speed of not under 19 knots to 
the ships, and for the .2,000 tons of coal which each 
battleship will carry in her bunkers. The necessity for 
lengthening the battleships of more modern construc- 
tion than even the Oregon arises from the unwillingness 
of the Department to increase the draft of the ships, 
which is fixed by the depth of water of the principal 
harbors along this coast.

The Navy Lepartment has granted a years’ extension 
in the contracts for the construction of all of the tor- 
pedo boats and torpedo boat destroyers now being built. 
Twelve companies in different parts of the country hold 
these contracts and all of them have asked for an ex- 
tension on account of the steel famine. 

The Board of Inspection and Survey has received 
orders to prepare for the official trial of tae U. 8. 8. 
Kearsage which will occur on April 3. Reports which 
have recently been made by officers who have gone over 
the ship in an unofficial capacity have been of the most 
favorable nature. Rear Admiral Bradford, who re- 
turned last week from Newport News, where he in- 
spected the vessel, was enthusiastic in his praise of her. 
Among other things he remarked upon the good ap- 
pearance of her superimposed turrets and expressed con- 
fidence that they would make a good showing in 
the trial. It is desired, by the opponents of the turrets, 
as wel) as those officers who advocate their ad-ption, 
that they be given a thorough test to demonstrate their 
behavior under actual war conditions. The result 
of the trial will finally determine whether or not the 
superimposed turrets will be adopted for the projected 
battleships. 

The U. 8. 8. Topeka will be added to the list of train- 
ing ships for landsmen recruited for the Navv. Orders 
have been issued from the Navy Department directing 
that she be immediateiy overhauled and refitted at the 
Boston Navy Yard for the purpose at an estimated cost 
of $25,000. Naval Constructor Baxter, of this Yard, 
has recently reported to the Navy Department that the 
Topeka was no longer of any material use to the Gov- 
ernment as a war vessel, and recommended that she be 
used as a transport. Although the Army wished to get 
the ship, the Bureau of Navigation decided to transform 
her into a training ship. 


The Navy Department on March 20 accepted the tor- 
pedo boat Craven built by the Bath Iron Works. The 
builders loose $5,000 as a penalty for the Craven not 
making thirty and a half knots according to contract. 
The speed was thirty knots at her official trial. 

In a report prepared by Lieut. H. H. Caldwell, 
U. 8. N., on the trial of the submarine boat Holland 
which has been submitted to the House Naval Com- 
mittee, Lieut. Caldwell says that there was no accident 
or hitch of any sort. The mechanism worked easily, 
the crew was confident and skilful, the slight pitch of 
the boat on submersion disappeared when she attained 
the required depth, the torpedo was discharged with the 
greatest ease, and only a slight shock occurred when it 
left the tube. He thinks the duties of the crew could 
be easily performed by petty officers of the Navy after 
a short trial. He says also that a determined enemy, 
with a submarine boat like the Holland, could have 
made the occupation of Manila Bay by Admiral Dewey's 
squadron impossible. Admiral Dewey concurs in the 
report. 

Capt. Leary, U. 8. N., who has just been relieved as 
governor of Guam, made some important changes in the 
latter days.of his regime. The most important was his 
proclamation abolishing slavery, which meets with the 
approval of the Administration. Other reforms were the 
abolition of the custom suspending all occupation on 
church feast.days and stopping the ringing of a church 
bell that annoyed the Marine Garrison.

FROM THE 42D INFANTRY. 
correspondent, writing from the 42d Infantry, 
ven miles from Manila, says: “After landing 
transports at Manila Jan. 2, we loafed around 

ing for an hour or two, understanding that we 
going out to the ‘firing line,’ which information 
us anxious about rations. Well, we kicked, but 
t is all the good it did. We were started, and after 
ving the city limits about six miles, were dropped 
by companies along the line, our regiment relieving 
the 45th. The line we are on extends north from Manila 
some ten miles, the companies about five hundred yards 
apart. If you have a map and know where Lawton 
was killed you can find us. We are directly south of 
that spot, but some five miles away. We are camped 
(Sibley tents) on a swamp meadow, the nearest tree 


is a mile away, and at 8 A. M. you could have roasted 
meat on the ground, and the reason we did not, is we 
had no meat or anything else to cook, or to eat raw 
either. Here we are within six miles of Manila 
and the men have had neither breakfast nor at 12:30 
noon any signs of dinner. Now to miss two meals is 
of no great consequence, as a privation, but how about 
administrative ability? The men are yelling, “The 


"a is coming. 
“Well, the situation here is as funny as a funeral. 
Our regiment occupies about a mile of the ‘firing 
line,’ and I have just found out why it is so called. 
About a mile in our front there is a stretch of bamboo 
woods, and all through it are native shacks, as full of 
men, women and children as a bee hive. The out-posts 
which we send out at night being new men are fright- 
ened at their own shadows; not to say that they run, but 
at the least provocation, that is, if they see or think 
they see or even hear anything, bang go their rifles, and 
once started, the explosions go up and down the line 
like fire-works, which has a tendency to break our 
rest. So far only one man in my company has been 
suilty. and he was promptly put in the guard house. 

“I have every reason to believe that tue insurgents have 
no more idea of attacking us than to all appearance 
we have of attacking them. The situation here appears 
to be this, as near as I can find out. The entire 
northern part of this island (Luzon) has been cleaned 
7. Clean up the southern part, which includes 

anila. That being done, all the places that had been 
nests for the enemy would be garrisoned, and that 
would settle the matter, as far as fighting any organ- 
ized troops was concerned, but for some time to come 
guerilla bands would have to be hunted. 

“There is one thing which impresses you at once; 
Filipinos are not niggers at all, but a bright, cleanly 
lot of mixed Malay and Chinese. There are a number of 
different tribes on this island, but asa rule they are all 
a bright, cheerful lot, and they must breed like rabbits, 
for every shack is crowded. The American has raised 

rices somewhat, but yet everything is very reasonable. 

inety good cigarettes for ten cents, a well made coat 
and trousers trimmed with white braid, all of excellent 
linen, for $6. In Manila I had a really good meal at 
the best hotel for fifty cents, and so on. I am told 
that the entire northern part of the island is as fine 
an agricultural county as the best farm land in the 
States, and that the heat is overestimated as is also the 
rainy season. 

“Some of the officers of the 12th New York 
had a pleasant surprise this P. M. in receiving 
a box containing eatapbles,-drinkables and smokeables, 
from the officers of the 12th regiment, N. G., N. Y. It 
came so opportunely.

I have recently talked with twe*old Con- 
federate officers about it as a service color, and they 
both cherish affectionate remembrance of it as well 
adapted for the kind of warfare with which they and 
we were once familiar. 

On an African veldt possibly Khaki is less easy to 
sight, but in a green country, winter or summer, 
butternut harmonizes most admirably with the en- 
vironment. Considering the conditions under which 
American troops are likely to serve, it seems to me 
that the claims of butternut may well merit attention.

BOARDS, BOARDS, BOARDS. 
To the Bditor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

The order which Shubrick Rockinghorse wanted the 
Navy Department to issue last week is not half so im- 
portant as this one: 

G. O. 98743, Navy Department, 1900. In order to 
bring the service into conformity with the absolutely all 
right and truly beautiful German general staff system 
it is hereby ordered as follows: 

1. Boats will hereafter be commanded by a_ board 
composed of the boat officer, the coxswain and the stroke 
oar. 

2. Each part of the ship will be governed by a board 
composed of one petty officer, one boatswain’s mate and 
one seaman. 

3. The office of the Captain is hereby abolished, and 
vessels will hereafter be commanded by a Board of Ship 
Control, consisting of the commanding officer, the execu- 
tive, navigator and one hand from each part of the ship. 

The squadrons will hereafter be commanded by a 
board composed of a Rear-Admiral, the presidents of the 
several Boards of Ship Control of the vessels forming 
the squadron and two friends of the Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation. 

5. The general details of the service and movements 
of the vessel, etc., will be managed by the Strategy 
Board, just organized. 

6. The construction and equipment of vessels will re- 
main, as at present, in charge of the Board of Construc- 
tion. 

7. A Board universal, to be com of the Strategy 
Board and the Board of Construction, will settle all af- 
fairs of the Navy with respect to the other departments 
of government. 

A Board Omnipotent, composed of the Board Uni- 
versal and the President of the United States, will regu- 
late the Navy with respect to the rest of the world. 

. A Board Supernal, consisting of the Board Omnipo- 
tent, the senior Chaplain of the Navy, Captain J. B. 
Coghlan and the Pope as advisers, will regulate other 
matters in accordance with the Teutonic system illus- 
trated in the “Me und Gott” Board of the Imperial Ger- 
man Navy. 

10. All functions of the executive department of the 
Government as affecting the Navy otherwise than those 
purely political are hereby abrogated and vested solely 
in the boards aforesaid. : 

11. The standard of efficiency which the Strategy, 
Construction, Universal, Omnipotent and Supernal 
Boards will endeavor to attain as advisers to the Secre- 
tary will be that ordinarily shown by Assistant Secretary 
Gustavus V. Fox between the years 1861 and _ 1865.

THE REST OF THE STORY. 


(General H. V. Boynton, in The Washington Post.) 

Please allow me to supplement the statement of 
General T. J. Morgan in regard to General Corbin’s 
case with a few facts shown by the official record, which 
he omitted. General Morgan says: “Subsequently he 


(Corbin) united with others and preferred charges 
against me on which I was brought to trial. The find- 
ings of the court martial were set aside.” 

General Morgan was brought before a court which 
met at Chattanooga, on May 10, 1865, upom two cha 
—first, violation of the Fifteenth Article of War, bein, 
then the article in regard to false musters; and, secon 
for conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman, 

He was convicted for being a party to a false muster 
of five companies of his regiment, and was also con- 
victed of conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman. 
Under the Articles of War conviction: on either of these 
charges carries with it the mandatory sentence of 
cashiering. The court imposed simply the sentence of 
dismissal, which does not involve the additional penalty 
of cashiering, which forever disqualifies an officer so 
convicted of holding any office or employment under the 
Government. 

As General Morgan says, this verdict was set aside, 
the reviewing officer holding that the failure to cashier 
him and mpl Cemiesing him was a fatal error in the 
proceedings. pon the charge of conduct unbecoming 
an officer and a gentleman the reviewing officer ex- 
pressed the opinion that the testimony did not justify 
the court in convicting; although he expressed the opin- 
ion that Colonel Morgan’s conduct on some occasions 
was “somewhat reprehensible,” the evidence failed to 
show such “criminality” on his part as would justify 
a sentence of dismissal. The proceedings were therefore 
set aside on these grounds by General Steedman, under 
whose authority the court had been convened. Eight of 
the eleven members of the court, after agreeing to the 
sentence, signed a recommendation for clemency on 
account of his previous good character as a soldier and 
a man and his valuable services during the war.

THE PAY OF ARMY OFF.iCERS. 


“The fact that General Lawton left only $1,000 in 
back pay as an estate is a surprise to people who don't 
know the ins and outs of military life,” said a former 
captain the United States Army at the St. Charles 
Hotel last evening. “The truth is that nearly all of 
our Army and Navy officers who aren't lucky enough 
to have private means are what would be called poor. 
Those with independent resources are very few, and 
those who have saved are a handful of bachelors who 
have a talent in that direction, which they have culti- 
vated at the expense of most of the things that make life 
worth living. The others—the married men who are 
solely dependent upon their pay—live from hand to 
mouth, and have to do some desperately close figuring 
to make both ends meet The naval officers have rather 
the worst of it, because they have to keep up two estab- 
lishments—their own aboard ship and one for the family 
ashore; but, on the other hand, the social obligations in- 
curred by an army officer are more numerous and more 
expensive. The pay of both branches seems very liberal 
to a civilian, but he is ignorant of many of the outlays 
unavoidable in the service. The cost of uniforms and 
accoutrements alone is at least twice as much as the 
tailor bill of the average well-dressed business man, and 
there are many corps entertainments to which each 
man in the mess must contribute his pro rata. Some of 
our Congressmen are loud in calling attention to the 
fact that United States officers are paid more than 
those of any other country. That is true, but they 
fail to state that the foreign service is made up almost 
entirely of noblemen and members of the aristocracy, 
who have abundant private means to sustain their 
rank.”—(New Orleans Times-Democrat.

COLONEL HOOD’S PROVISIONAL BRIGADE. 


Col. Chas. C. Hood, 16th U. 8S. Inf., has submitted a 
report of the operations of a provisional brigade under 
his command during December last. The report is dated 
“Office of the Military Governor, Provinces of Cagayan, 
Isabela and Nueva Viscaya, Aparri, P. I., January 13, 
1900.” The operations were undertaken under instruc- 
tions from General Schwan, Chief of Staff, Manila, in 
response to a telegram from Colonel Hood on Noy. 29 
from Caloocan, saying that he would like to make a 
scout in the San Miguel de Mayumo region, where in- 
surgents had been reported, as it would give the 16th In- 
fantry a little field service in a larger body than it had 
had since it arrived on the island. 

This was the composition of the command proposed by 
Colonel Hood: One hundred men each from Company 
H, 16th Inf. and Battery L, 3d Art., the latter acting as 
infantry, and 25 men each from Companies BR, B, F, M, 
, C, D, K and ©, 16th Inf., with 50 Macabebe scouts. 
This gave a total of 475 enlisted men. The point of 
concentration was Malolos, twenty miles northwest of 
Manila. To the foregoing were added later three com- 
panies of the 3d U. S. Inf. and a detachment with two 
guns of Battery G, 3d U. 8. Art. The command left 
Malolos at 9:55 a. m. Dec. 3, 1899, reaching that night 
Balnay, where they were reinforced by Companies A 
and C, 3d Inf. and a detachment of Battery G, 3d Art., 
with two 3.2 inch guns. Company B, 3d Inf., had joined 
during the first day’s march at Quingua. The strength 
of the column thus reinforced was officers and 782 
enlisted men, including two medical officers and fourteen 
men of the Hospital Corps. Their artillery was in- 
creased by a 1.6 inch mountain howitzer brought from 
Polo and manned by a detachment made up from the 
different companies of the 16th Inf. and commanded by 
Lieut. G. J. Palmer, 16th Inf. Attached to the com- 
mand were 24 Chino bearers, 12 litters, 3 hospital ambu- 
lances, 27 bulls and carts and 4 escort wagons. The 
Macabebe scouts were utilized as an advance guard, 
always being supported by half a company taken from 
the leading battalion in the column. 

At 10:05 a. m. Dec. 4 the troops sighted San Ildefonso, 
a village situated on the crest of a hill at a distance 
jud, to be 1,500 yards.

On Dee. 5 the enemy in force suddenly appeared to the 
north and east of the town. With the battalion of the 
3d Inf. and the second provisional battalion, 16th Inf., 
Col. Hood at 9:30 a. m. moved rapidly along road to the 
north. About a mile out he encountered a heavy front 
and cross fire. The command deployed, vigorously re- 
turned the fire and advanced through rice swamps and 
across ridges, firing on the retreating enemy. The artil- 
lery in this ably supported the infantry movement. 

The first provisional battalion, 16th Inf., under com- 
mand of Maj. J. Kirkman, with one piece of 
artillery, had been despatched to the east of town si- 
multaneously with the movement to the north and en- 

aged the enemy in considerable strength at long range. 

he rebels made a spirited attack. Our forces by care- 
fully directed fire soon drove them from the field. Major 
Kirkman continued to hold his position, anticipating 
trouble. A large force of insurgents was discovered, in 
about two hours, rapidly deploying in the rear of Major 
Kirkman’s position. Col. Hood left a strong guard at 
Ildefonso and hastened toward the scene of action with 
all his available force. However, Major Kirkman, as- 
sisted by the good work of the artillery, had already put 
the enemy to flight. There were no American casualties. 
Four dead rebels were found on the field. 

Under orders from Gen. Schwan Col. Hood abandoned 
San Ildefonso on Dec. 6 and started back toward Ba- 
liuag. After leaving Maasin the head of the column was 
met with a brisk front and left flank fire. The Maca- 
bebes as advance guard and two sections of Company C, 
3d Inf., supporting, commanded respectivel » F 1st 
Lieut. Balch, 37th Inf., U. 8S. Vols., and Ist Lieut. 
Walker, 3d Inf., at once turned off the road and pro- 
eeeded in dispersed order, Colonel Hood commanding, 
directly against the position whence the attack came. 
In a charge the men advanced most handsomely and 
seemed to paralyze the insurgents by the boldness of 
their onset. Company H, 16th Inf., 1st Lieut. I. Brwin, 
16th Inf., commanding, being in the lead of Major Kirk- 
man’s battalion, moved as skirmishers by the left flank, 
Major Kirkman generally commanding that portion of 
the line and Lieut. Erwin the company, and advanced on 
the left of Company C, 3d Inf. 

Company H poured in a deadly fire, driving the enemy 
in confusion over rough ground and perhaps half a wile. 
inflicting upon him severe loss. Ten of his dead were 
left on the field, seven were captured, including two 
wounded, one of whom happened to fall into lonel 
Hood’s bands, together with his rifle. Colonel ILood 
thinks the advance of Company H under Major IWirk- 
man an] Lieut. Erwin, and that of Lieut. Balch and 
Lieut. Walker, could not have been excelled for dash 
and spirit. It was admirably done. There were no 
casualties on the American side. In this engagement, 
the insurgents evidently underestimated the Ameri an 
strength, as they were utterly demoralized by the inten- 
sity of our fire. In many cases they remained under 
cover until our men approached to within ten yards of 
them. Baliuag was reached at 2:25 P. M. the same 
day. At this place Col. Hood was reinforced with an 
additional 3.2 field gun. 

On Dec. 10 Colonel Hood who had been ordered to 
attack Ildefonso left Baliuag and at dawn on the 11th 
was within range of the town. The command was 
pushed on toward San Ildefonso, halting at the original 
position which it had occupied on December 4. 

Under Colonel Hood’s supervision, Captain Randolph's 
first shot was fired at 5:56 A. M., his three guns being 
excellently well served. At the same time the Hotch- 
kiss mountain gun under command of Ist Lieut. C. G. 
Palmer, 16th U. 8S. Inf., fired ten well directed shots. 
The battalion of the 3d Inf., Captain Arthur Williams 
commanding, and Macabebe scouts, Lieut. Balch com- 
manding, were deployed. Major H. C. Ward, 16th Inf., 
was sent at 3:50 A. M. with the 1st and 2d provisional 
battalions of that regiment, and made a detour to the 
east of San Ildefonso, under cover of darkness, the 
troops traveling through rice swamps and lagoons to ac- 
complish their object. The pre-arranged signal for his 
attack was firing by the artillery from the main position. 
When the artillery firing ceased along the front, it was 
at once taken up by Major Wurd. His movement had 
been an utter surprise to the insurgents, so thoroughly 
had his command been kept concealed and in hand by 
their commanding officer. This attack was a complete 
suecess in that the enemy was quickly driven away with- 
out a single casualty to the Americans, while the insur- 
gents lost thirteen killed, five wounded, and four prison- 
ers taken. The city was entered at 6:15 A. M. where 
Major Ward was found in full possession. An hour and 
a‘ half later Captain Thurston with the 2d provisional 
battalion, 16th Inf., was sent up the Maasin River to 
carry out the instructions of General Lawton. The 
main command pushed on to San Miguel, which was 
entered without opposition shortly after noon. 

Under orders from General Lawton, who had arrived 
in the town the following day, Colonel started for 
Biac-na-bato, a Spanish sonnet, co-operating with 
Lieut. Colonel Hayes, 4th U. 8. Cavalry. Acting on a 
message from Lieut. Colonel Hayes, commanding 4th 
Cavalry, asking that officers be sent to view the situation 
at Biac-na-bato, Colonel Hood sent Captain Randolph, 
8d Art., Lient. Erwin, 16th Inf., Lieut. Giddings, 3d Iof., 
Lieut. Hayes, 16th Tot., and three enlisted men. Col- 
onel Hood decided to join Colonel Hayes, and on Decem-

A large number of the contract surgeons who have 
been in the Philippine Islands with the Army there, 
will soon return to the United States, because of the 
expiration of their contracts. The Surgeon General of 
the Army is continually sending additional surgeons 
to Manila to relieve these officers. On the last trans- 
port which left this country for the Philippines twenty- 
four contract surgeons sailed for duty with the 8th 
Army Co The volunteer surgeons, who are willing 
to remain in the islands, are always given an extension 
of contract unless something is known which would 
make their services no longer desirable. Many of these 
officers will be given a chance to get into the regular 
service. 

Reports have recently been received by officers sta- 
tioned at the War Department from Manila, which 
state that the entire island of Luzon is now practically 
under the control of the American Army. The little 
neck of land which extends in a southeasterly direction 
from the main part of the island, has recently been sub- 
dued by the forces under the command of General 
Kobbe. Those outbreaks which are occurring from time 
to time in various parts of Luzon are of a very minor 
character and of no great significance. It is the inten- 
tion of General Otis to carefully quarter the troops, 
prior to the beginning of the rainy season, for he thor- 
oughly realizes that the Army has now much more to 
fear from the climate of the Philippines than from the 
natives. 

One of the most interesting events connected with 
Secretary Root’s visit to Havana was the review at 
Quemados of General Lee’s forces. Generals Wood and 
Ludlow, with their staffs, attended. Large crowds went 
from the city to witness the spectacle. 

The transport Meade sailed from Luzon for Manila 
via Honolulu on March 17 with twenty-five doctors, 
sixty-nine hospital corps men and twenty-six recruits. 
It has been decided that hereafter all transports leaving 
San Francisco for Manila will coal at Honolulu. None of 
the transports have stopped at Honolulu for some time 
owing to the existence of plague there. 

An Easter festival for the benefit of Cuban orphans 
is to be held shortly in the armory of the 71st Regiment, 
U. S, N. G., at Thirty-fourth street and Park avenue. 
It is to be on a grand seale, socially and financially. 
The United States Army is to have a booth, and hope 
has been expressed in army circles that the entire pro- 
ceeds for one day of the festival may be devoted to 
starting a fund for the benefit of our widows and 
orphans nearer home, left in need after the loss of hus- 
band or father by gallant service in the Army. The 
matter has already been proposed by some of the ladies 
in charge of the affair. We hope shortly to give further 
details of the festival. 

The sailing of the U. S. Army transport Sumner 
from New York to Manila has been delayed owing to 
her colliding with a car float on March 17 just after 
leaving the Navy Yard, Norfolk, Va., where she had re- 
ceived such an extensive overhauling. The Sumner 
proceeded on her way, but on arrival at New York, Mar. 
1), it was found necessary to dock her for repairs. She 
will hardly be ready, it is thought, until about March 29, 
and will carry to Manila a number of officers as well as 
officers’ families and a large number of recruits. Col. 
Wut Davis, 3d Cavalry, will be the senior officer on 
board and will command the troops. 

It is the intention of the War Department to organize 
in the Philippines, as soon as it appears advisable, regi- 
ments of native soldiers to be under the sole command 
of American officers. These will to some extent take the 
place of the American troops, as they are withdrawn 
from time to time. The process will be slow, but it is 
hoped will be sure. 

The home battalions of the 23d, 18th and 14th Infantry 
will be relieved as soon as the men recuperate by other 
battalions in the Philippines. 
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GOOD WORK OF THE MARINES IN ALASKA. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Last November, while in Washington, I had a conver- 
sation with Colonel M. C. Goodrell, who had just re- 
turned from Sitka, Alaska, where he had been in com- 
mand of the Marine Barracks since November, 1898. 
Colonel Goodrell related the incident of his having upon 
two occasions assisted distressed miners who had been 
transported to Sitka and landed there in a destitute con- 
dition. The first party consisted of eleven men and were 
subsisted by Colonel Goodrell till they could secure work, 
some of them being fed for a pecs xd of three months. 
This was in March and April, 1899. Again, in October 
of the same year, Colonel Goodrell cared for three men, 
who had come from the Yukon, hungry and. homeless. 
In the “Army and Navy Journ?l,” of March 3, 1900, a 
correspondent whose name is not given, states that th 
above is all news to him, and he had been in the country 
over two years. He states, in addition. that the cir- 
cumstances were unknown to some “old timers.” to 
whom the matter had been mentioned. If this corres- 

ndent had only taken the same trouble to write to 
Washington as he did to the “Army and Navy Journal,” 
he could have learned that Colonel Goodrell’s statement 
was verified by. the socesde on Ste at tho Revs Detar 
ment, so he might have spared himse}f this 
of his ignorance im regara to what was accualiy trans- 
piring in Alaska, almost under his nose.

TOTTEN’S PREDICTIONS. 

Cc, A. L. Totten’s voice is still for war. To.the repre- 
sentative of the New York Sun-he said:  “Cherist;Jeft a 
«word, and there have been wars succeeding wars, and 
will be until He comes again. I believe in war; I was 
raised in its cradle, as my race was. Jehovah is a man 
of war, and Israel is His battleaxe. War began in 
heaven; how shall the earth escape it? It reSulted in 
arraying good and evil on their proper sides. Men knew 
their opponents, and the right prevailed. The course of 
empire, in its westward way, has been with arms in its 
hand from Babylon to Persia, to Greece, to Rome, and, 
note this—a’ great mountain fell into the sea when the 


Anglo-Saxons crossed the Channel and their descendants, 
radiating out from that little, impregnable island, have 
conquered the earth, and are conquering it. 

“Commercial England and commercial America are 
not intentionally doing the Napoleonic act for mere per- 
sonal empire. Look at the seal of the United States, 
for instance. It carries in the eagle’s talons an olive 
branch. That is, its right hand offers peace to the 
earth, but, note, too, that it carries an absolute balunce 
in the left claw, a bundle of arrows. I maintain that a 
wise nation should balance every dollar that it spends 
for peace by a dollar laid up for war to protect that 
peace, and my best example is to show that the wisest 
little republic on the face of the earth is doing this thins. 
Switzerland’s war budget is proportionately greater than 
that of any other nation on earth, and all her sons are 
soldiers. 

“Why will America be in this great battle? 

“America will be in it as much as England. Undoubt- 
edly her interests are bound up with those of Engtand. 
We have common interests all over the earth now; we 
are one of the great graneries of the earth, and must 
protect our commerce; we are about to have an inter- 
oceanic canal, and must have a navy to protect it, a 
navy to protect the Philippines, and to protect our 
poorest subjects. It is written that it must be so be- 
cause we are Manasseh. 

“England is on the eve of war with everybody, and 
\merica just as much. It is impossible to say just 
where this conflagration will break out, 

“Are we to escape in this country internecine wars?” 

“No: 1 have no doubt there will be strong religious 
coutroversy in this country, and, perhaps, a few. hot- 
heads will ‘make overt efforts at disrupting religious free- 
lom in this land, but woe to those who undertake it.’ 

England, America and Germany are to be allied and 
Russia is to be wiped out, and then comes the millennium 
personally ruled by the Saviour. The final battle ef 
Armageddon is to be on the plan of Esdraelon. Said Mr. 
Totten: “Spread out a map of the world on an equal 
surface; see how the lines cross and crisscross through 
that wonderful track, the Arabian enclosure. I main- 
tain that this is the strategic point of empire; that every 
great soldier has seen it; the Czar knows it. Napoleon 
knew it; Upton knew it; Miles knows it; King William 
knows it; the Jews know it.”

ADVANTAGES OF OUT-DOOR LIFE. 

The London Lancet, commenting on the physical con- 
dition of the Boers due to their pastoral life and out- 
door occupations, says that in so far as they are of 
Duteh descent, the Boers should be small, Yet the 
Boers of to-day are taller, stronger, and possess a more 
powerful physique than the English. It is quite a com- 
ion oceurrence to met a Boer six feet six inches in 
height. Indeed, it has been said that the average height 
of the Boer is six feet two inches. But apart from their 
-trong frames, the Boers have practical freedom from 
the diseases due to alcoholism and vice. They are not 
total abstainers, but they are remarkably sober, and 
drunkenness is rare among them. On the other hand. 
how often are British soldiers punished for drunkenness 
ind invalided through venereal disease. Not only is 
ilmost every Boer physically fit to take the field and 
ficht for his country, but he is a stronger, healthier and 
higger man than even those who have been selected by 
medical examination as fit to serve in the British army.

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ZEALOUS BATES TOWER. 

The Army will learn with regret of the -_— of Brevet 
Major General Zealous Bates Tower, U. 8. A., retired, 
which occurred at his residence in Cuneta: Mass., on 
Wednesday, March 21. He was born in Cohasset, Jan. 
12, 1819, and after his retirement at his own request, 
ifter forty years service, returned to the home of his 
outh. He was graduated from West Point in 1841, at 
the head of his class, and after a year’s service in the 
Engineer Corps returned to the Military Academy as 
professor of engineering. From 1848 to 1846 he was 
employed in the construction of fortifications at Hampton 
Roads. At the beginning of the Mexican war he was 
‘1 second lieutenant. He was brevetted first lieutenant, 
aptain and major for gallant and meritorious conduct 
at the battles of Cerro Gordo, Contreras, Cherubusco, 
ind Chapultepec. 

During the Civil War General Tower received the 
brevets of lieutenant-colonel, colonel and _ brigadier-gen- 
‘ral for gallant and meritorious conduct at the defense 
if Fort Pickens, the battle of Cedar Mountain and the 
hattle of Groveton; and the brevets of major-general and 
najor-general of volunteers for gallant and meritorious 
ervice throughout the war. He served with honor un- 
ler Generals Banks and Pope in Northern Virginia, and 
t the second battle of Bull Run received a wound. that 
for a time incapacitated him from service. From Jul 
to September, 1864, he was superintendent of. the Mili- 
tary Academy. On his return to duty in the field he 
uperintended the constructson of the defenses in front 
if Nashville, and took part in that battle.

These scouts haye done 
splendid work in clearing the country in advance of 
the columns of invasion, and have more than once been 
so hot on the trail of the wily Aguinaldo that at times 
it seemed only a matter of a few hours when he would 
be corraled. Captain Batson has been

“Captain Batson is a Newarker; that is, he makes 
his home here when off duty. He arrived in Newark 
last Thursday night and went at once to the 
of his -father-in-law, Mr. W.

bad wound he got last November, from which he is 
only now recovering. A ‘Call’ man saw the Captain on 
Friday and, were it not for the limp which his injured 
foot makes amc one would not imagine that he 
had been seriously sick.

t was at close range and the missile, while it did not 
explode, smashed the small bones of the foot to some- 
thing like the consistency of Jelly. It was thought for 
some time that amputation would be necessary. atson 
suffered great pain, but in the end it was found possible 
to save the foot. Shortly after he was wounded he was 
taken in charge by Lieut. Col. James Parker, of the 
45th Inf., a son of Cortlandt Parker, of this city. 
two officers are both from the 4th Gav., in the regular 
army. Colonel Parker saw that Captain Batson was 
removed to the gunboat Samar, a later, when the 
Oregon arrived, he was transferred to it. While he was 
on the Oregon at Vigan the battle at that place was 
fought. Colonel Parker had command of the American 
forces at that cogeguee*. Soon after the battle the 
Oregon steamed off for Manila and the Captain received 
the best of surgical care when he arrived. He now 
wears a specially made shoe, but ho soon to be as 
well as ever beyond a limp, which will probably stay by 
him for many years, if not all his life. 

“To Captain Batson belongs the credit of being the 
first to suggest a practical plan for utilizing native 
Filipinos as soldiers. He made the suggestion and em- 
bodied it in a report to the Adjutant General as early as 
last July, but it was not until September that he was 
authorized to go ahead and carry out his plans. 

“He soon found out that the little Macabebes made 
admirable fighters and that their ancient hate for the 
Tagalogs o~ them an especial interest in the fighting. 
The Macabebes are not enlisted men, but are practically 
mercenaries. They are hired at so much a day or month, 
out of the civil fund. But they can live off the country, 
and they do not require much food at that. He found 
that they were as cool and as steady under fire as he 
could possibly wish. He attached little importance to 
the fact that the insurgents were still able to make their 
appearance within a few miles of Manila. The country, 
he said, was so cut up with swamps and rice fields that 
it was pessible for the enemy to get in quite close to 
the town on reconnoissances. He did not believe the 
bulk of the people of Luzon were hostile to the United 
States. They, many of t had been laboring under 
a misapprehension concerning the Americans, but he 
believed that as soon as they came to understand that 
the Americans proposed to treat them kindly and with 
humanity and fentles, most of the opposition that still 
exists would subside and in the end disappear. 

“The Macabebes are cerprising’y shots, which 
was something Captain Batson did not count on when 
he first got them together. ‘The average of hits, how- 
ever, was remarkable. The Macabebes have a uniform 
designed by the Captain. They wear no shoes and their 
khaki trousers are rolled up to the knee. 

“Of the Filipinos Lieut. Batson said: “Their ammuni- 
tion was bad. Their cartrid were usually reloaded, 
and the amount and strength of the powder differed 
very materially, so that while one bullet might travel 
straight for 500 yards, the next might drop at 250 
yards. They were making some of their powder on the 
islands and were doing most of their own reloading. 
It was an actual fact, too, said the Captain, that the 
Filipino leaders issue but twenty rounds a month to 
each man. It doesn’t matter how much fighting they 
may have to do in that month, they have only the same 
amount of ammunition to do it with. 

“But the Captain’s idea now is a regiment of Macabebe 
cavalry. The Macabebe, he says, are the ideal native 
soldiers, and they are horsemen. That is, they all 
can ride the little native ponies. The ponies, like the 
Macabebes themselves, are good swimmers, They can 
ford streams and move about in swampy country with 
comparative ease. The warfare of the future in Luzon 
will consist largely of chasing scattered bands of ban- 
dits, who will naturally seek refuge in the swamps and 
other sections which are more or less inaccessible. Now, 
Macabebe. cavalry could meet the bandits at their own 
game; they could go anywhere the enemy could, and they 
could overhaul that enemy, for the reason that the latter 
would in most instances be afoot.”

How proud they make one feel— 
those matchless children of courage who are fighting for 
the flag in the pg y= What types they are of the 
American spirit of the twentieth century! One looks 
into their fearless eyes and sees our manifest destiny 
personified and vital. 

“I cannot get away from the impression of youth— 
a youth that seems as if it would be youth forever— 
that fairly gleams with virile light from the faces of 
these boys of ours. At Hoilo, as the officers of the Ist 
Tennessee and myself were making our ride, we galloped 

ast a clump of three soldiers stationed at a bridge. 

ey sprang to their feet, presented arms to their col- 
onel, and I noticed the peculiar boyish appearance of 
two of them. Whirling the horses, I rode back and said: 
‘My men, how old are you?’ The child in command 
replied, with a grin and a sheepish look and a flash 
out of the tail of his eye: ‘We're eighteen, all right— 
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I Suess—sir- 

The little villain was not over sixteen. It was not 
a truth he told, but one was forced to love him for the 
patriotic and American indirection by which he could 
win the chance to fight—and maybe to die—for the flag 


‘which, before he was born, his father had assailed: 


for he was the son of a Confederate soldier, and yet that 
old soldier to-day would give his blood for the Stars 
and Stripes, for which his son is fighting. 

“In the Tenessee troons at Iloilo was found precisely 
the same tyne as in the Dakota troops at San Fernando. 
You might have said that they all came from the same 
section, the same State, the same county, almost the 
same family. It was an inspiring thought; the American 
people are indeed one people. The boys from Tennessee 
look like the brothers of the boys from Nebraska or 
Montana. The boys from Oregon and Washington look 
like the brothers of the boys from Pennsylvania. The 
boys from California look like the brothers of the boys 
from Minnesota. And brothers they are—brothers of 
the blood, brothers of the flag. brothers of the battle. 
brothers of destiny. How mad must be the man who 
dares believe that by any temporary emergency these 
brothers can ever be divided against themselves. 

“This pliysical masterfulness and excess of vital en- 
ergy are the first thing that attracts attention to the 
American soldier in the Philippines. He is strong; he 
is alive; he is as restless as the currents of the sea, and 
as resistless. He is Youth. Even our old men in the 
Army are young. A Regular Army officer hailing from 
New England, a captain of cavalry. bearded and flecked 
with gray a. the temples. rode with me and joked. and 
endured like a boy of eighteen, Everywhere you are 
overwhelmed with this abounding sense of fine and 
fervent youth. 

“The Philippine war has been full of dare-devil in- 
cidents that remind vou of the days of the Three Guards- 
men, or of the soldiers of Napoleon, or of the English 
seamen of Blizabeth’s day. Reckless courage has always 
been, however, a characteristic of the American soldier 
in all wars. 

“Let me here throw in a paragraph to say that if 
I had written an article on the American Navy in the 
Philippines, with which I became singularly familiar. 
all of the above might be duplicated with a variety of 
incident from the decks which have now begun, and at 
no distant time will achieve, the sovereignty of all the 
seas.”

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HOW TO REACH OUR NEW POSSESSIONS. 


We give the following information for the benefit of our 
readers wishing to communicate with friends stationed 
in Hawaii, the Philippines, Cuba, Puerto Rico and Guam: 

All mail matter originating In the United States, ad- 
dressed for delivery in the Island of Puerto Rico, Guam 
or the Philippines, together with all such matter origi- 
nating in Puerto Rico, Guam or the Philippnes, for trans- 
mission to points within the island or to the United States 
shall be subject to the classification, conditions and rates 
of postage applying to matter passing in the domestic 
mails of the United States; and United States postage 
stamps shall be valid for postage in either direction in 
addition to those now used in Puerto Rico, Guam or the 
Philippines. 

Mail matter sent to the United States by persons con- 
nected with the United States forces at or near Cuba or 
Hawaii, in order to be entitled to the domestic rates of 
postage, under Departmental orders, must be endorsed 
“Soldier’s Letter,’’ ‘Sailor's Letter,”” ‘‘Marine Letter,” 
oa indicate the branch of service to which the writer be- 
ongs. 

All mail matter sent to soldiers, sailors, marines or 
other persons in the service of the United States in any 
of our new possessions is subject to domestic rates of 
postage, viz.: Letters, for each ounce or fraction thereof, 
2 cents; postal cards (single) 1 cent; postal cards (double), 
2 cents; newspapers, for every four ounces or fraction 
thereof, 1 cent. 

The mail address for vessels of the Navy will be found 
in our Navy Table. 

Persons in the Eastern States sending mail to the 
Philippines should omit the words “via San Francisco.” 
The Post Office invariably sends mail by the quickest 
route. In addressing persons in the services, be particu- 
lar to put the company and regiment or organization the 
persons belong to on the letters or packages, and in Navy 
communications be careful to add the name of the vessel 
and the rank of a person, if he has any. 

Caimanera, Cuba, is the port of Guantanamo, and mail 
for those on duty at the latter place should be addressed 
to Caimanera, to avoid yew A and confusion. 

The Cuban and Pan-American Express Company, of 52 
Broadway, New York, receive money and packages of 
all kinds for the Army and Navy in Cuba and Puerto 
Rico, which it forwards on all mail and fast steamers. 

The International Express Sg eS of 52 prgadway, 
New York, will take packages from New York direct to 
Manila, via steamships.’ Charges: 1 to 5 Ibs., $1; 5 to 10 
Ibs., $1.50; 10 to 25 Ibs., $2; over 25 Ibs. and not exceeding 
100 Ibs., 5 cents fad pound additional. 

Special low freight rates on application. Steamers sail 
from New York about every ten days direct for the Phil- 
ippines, avoiding transshipment at Hong Kong, arriving 
at Manila forty-five to fifty days later. 

All packages for officers and enlisted men at Manila, 
if delivered at Pier 22, Brooklyn, N. Y., with charges 
prepaid to that point, will be forwarded by Government 
transport without charge. Such packages should 
marked “care Depot Quartermaster, Manila,”’ in addition 
to personal address.

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NON-INFLAMMABLE WOOD. 


DESTRUCTION OF A BIG SKY-SCRAPER AVERTED. 
(From the New York Tribune.) 

The degree of excellence to which the fireproofing of 
modern buildings has been carried was shown in an as- 
tonishing manner Saturday, March 10, in a fire which oc- 
curred in the big Dun Building, on the northeast corner 
of Broadway and Reade street, and which burnt itself 
out without spreading even so much as a foot, without 


harming the building beyond the remedy of a little var- 
nish, without disturbing the tenants or alarming the 
Fire Department. 

The blaze was serious enough. It was sufficient to 
thoroughly ignite any ordinary building and in almost 
any other sky-scraper it would have resulted in serious 


damage. 
The reason the Dun Building escaped lies in the fact 
that all the woodwork and trim was rendered fireproof 


by the Electric fireproofing process at the time it was 
bullt severa) years ago. This process is the same which 
was adopted by the United States Naval Authorities after 
a series of the most exhaustive comparative tests with 
every known method of fireproof construction in the line 
of material that could be utilized as wood in building of 
warships. This Board of Navai Officers had been ap- 
pointed by Secretary Long, to ascertain whether there 
was any better process known than that of the Electric 
Fireproofing Company. It found no better process, and 
the expert member of the Board in his report says: 

“As to the fireproof qualities of the samples tested, the 
Electric fireproofed wood unquestionably shows a su- 
periority over its competitors in the record of tests. 
Finally, therefore, the result of laboratory experiments, 
aside from the question of electrical resistance which 
represents a property in no way involved in the use of 


the mat seems to me to warrant the following con- 

lusions: t so far as is known, there is no better 
process of fi in use than that now _em- 
ployed by the Electric fing Company, and its 
continued use, for the present at least, is advised."’ 


Since the first step in the use of fireproofed wood 
was taken by the United States Navy Department, the 
Electric fireproofing process has been adopted by the 
governments of Great Britain, Russia, France, Denmark 
and other Naval Powers, exclusively, for the fireproofing 
of all woodwork entering into the construction of their 


warships. 

It appears that the recent fire in the Dun Building 
broke out in a waste paper basket. It quickly spread to 
the other furniture in the room and created a blaze that 
was so fierce that iron hinges were twisted and glass 
melted. The office had been cl , and, consequently, 
the fire had a good start. The woodwork in the Dun 
Building is extensive and elaborate, and its finish is 
beautiful even nerens the ordinary, and, as Manager 
Douglass of the G. Dun Co., ‘inted out, it would 
have been not only a source of nger, but, probably, 
would have assisted in spreading the fire from room to 
room, and, perhaps, from story to story, as in similar 
cases, had it not been for the fact that it had all been 
rendered non-flammable. The result was, the fire was 
absolutely harmless, and was confined entirely to the 
combustible furniture in the room wherein it occurred. 

The facts about this fire have only just leaked out, and 
the case is receiving the closest attention from Depart- 
ment Officials, architects and experts in the building line. 
This is partly due to the fame which wood treated by 
the Electric process has acquired because of the great 
naval powers having adopted it so unreservedly, and 
partly to the fact that only last week an extraordina 
series of experiments were made in this city, whic 
demonstrated how completely wood has been taken out 
of the list of combustibles and put in the fireproof class, 
ta Lonovenes the last source of danger from the modern 
uilding.

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INSURANCE PREMIUM FOR WAR RISKS. 


An officer of the Navy sends us the following notice 
received from the Mutual Life Insurance Company of 
New York, with the request that we publish it for the 
benefit of others. He also informs us that officers of 
the Navy insured in other companies received permission 
to serve during the war without having to pay for the 
permit. The difference is due to the fact that this is 


a mutual company. 

“Dear Sir.—You received last year a mit to serve in 
time of war as an officer of the United States, and were 
told that a provisional charge not to exceed $100 for each 
$1,000 insured was entered = your policy as the 
price or consideration for such permit. 

“T have now to state that it has been decided not to 
class the present military operations in the Philippines as 
a war, and that the share as adjusted for the Spanish 
war is $16.67 for each $1,000 insured, as of date Jan. 1, 
1899, with interest at four per cent. from that date. 

“The war lien upon your policy, with interest to this 
date, therefore amounts to $17.25 for each $1,000 insured. 
You can extinguish the debt by payment of the amount 
now due which will be accept by the company without 
interest beyond this date if paid in cash at this office be- 
fore February 1, 1900. For officers stationed in the 
Philippine or the distant naval stations, this period will 
be extended until April 1, 1900. 

“The indebtedness in question may, of course, be paid 
off at ahy time in cash, including interest at four per 
cent. to date of payment. Failing such payment, livi- 
dends falling due after Jan. 1, 1900, will be applied toward 
the indebtedness, and any balance of indebtedness re- 
maining will be deducted from the policy in case of death 
occurring while this or any substituted paid up policy is 
in force, or at the maturity of an endowment, or from 
cash surrender value if surrender is made for cash. 

“It is proper to add that the amount charged to each 
officer is far less than it would have been if it had oe mn 
legal and practicable to restrict the charge to such 
classes of officers as incurred the greatest danger of death 
by casualty or disease. It is only because a!l officers 
insured at the beginning of the war contributed thetr 
proportion, whatever their station or employment, that 
the company has been enabled to make so great a re- 
duction in the amount originally provided as the maxi- 
mum charge against each policy.
